But, although this situation is not about 
to change soon, you may find some solace 
in Peter Payack’s new answering service 
called PHONE-A-POEM. 

Payack, himself a local poet, was re- 
cently awarded a Cambridge Arts Coun- 
cil grant for his proposal to install a free, 
24-hour poetry service for anyone interes- 


ted in listening to three minutes of recor-. 


ded poetry readings as well as news from 
the world of verse. Far more inspiring 
than calling for the weather, PHONE-A- 
POEM was prompted by similar services 
already available in New York and Cal- 
ifornia. 


Poetry recorded by its author, Payack 
stresses, affords an intimacy that print 
cannot. 

When you dial PHONE-A-POEM, you 
will hear poetry composed and recited by 
a female and a male poet (one minute for 
each gender), plus a third minute of local 
poetry-related happenings. 

Although participation in these read- 
ings is by invitation only, you are wel- 
come to call in your verse on “People’s Po- 
etry Day,” the first of each month, when 
PHONE-A-POEM is set up to record 
brief poems by anyone. These works are 
then judged by Payack, who looks for a 
variety of styles to record for future tap- 
ings.

And with the 
joys of parenthood come the incredible ex- 
penses. You can offset some of those by 
shopping at the Resale Shop in Belmont. 
Described by owner Ruth Weinstein as a 
year-round garage sale, the store is 
packed with a variety of used items, in ex- 
cellent condition, for babies and new par- 
ents. 

You can find strollers for $10, cribs for 
$8, playpens, toys, high chairs, maternity 
garb, shoes, and clothes for children and 
adults of all sizes. Many of the items are 
new or only slightly used — Resale gets 
seconds and samples of designer clothes 
for children and the popular Bambini T- 
shirts. The store’s stock is seasonal — you 
can find ice skates and snowsuits in the 
winter, sun-suits in the summer. The 
store splits the sale price 50-50 with the 
supplier. After. a month, an item is 
marked down by half-price; after two

Consider- 
ing how quickly children grow, Resale is 
the perfect place to buy your son a sports 
jacket for one-shot occasions like your 
brother’s wedding.

Operating out of Portland, 
Oregon, it has improved upon the old col- 
lege or laundromat. bulletin board Jis- 
tings of drivers looking for passengers and 
vice versa. With the use of a computer, 


» the service matches not only drivers and 


riders but private airplane pilots and pas- 
sengers as well. 

Because People’s Transit allows its 
members to share only the travel expen- 
ses — no one is permitted to make-a pro- 
fit —-the rides are cheap.. You can get a 
ride for the cost of sharing the gasoline 
(and oil and toll) expenses, or a seat on a 
private plane for about one-third the com- 
mercial fare. Conversely, the service al- 
lows pilots and drivers to reduce their trip 
costs. 
With 22,000 members across the coun- 


try, 1200 of whom. are pilots, People’s 


Transit matches transporters to passen- 


gers 60 percent of the time. The object is 
providing cheap, safe and energy-saving 
transportation. People’s Transit checks 
the identification of prospective mem- 
bers to weed out crazies, but in case you 
are a little nervous about accepting a ride 
from a stranger, you can tell the agency 
the name of whomever you are riding with 
so it can notify the police in case of 
trouble.: 

As soon as People’s Transit has checked 
you out and received your membership 
fee, you can call its toll free number, 800- 
547-0933, for a ride. Tell the receptionist 
where you are, where you want to go, 
when you want to leave and wheshey you 


want a passenger or need a ride. While 
you wait, the receptionist runs the in- 
formation through a computer, and if 
there is a matchup, tells you the name 
and phone number of your fellow trav- 
eler. If there is no match, your request is 
stored in case someone with compatible 
plans calls in. 

Membership costs $10 a year for dri- 
vers and passengers, $15 a year for pilots. 
To get a card you have to present some 
identification, either by mailing a copy of 
a credit card or driver’s license to Box 
8393, Portland, Oregon, 97202, or by vis- 
iting the local registration center — the 
Army Navy Store, 424 Mass. Ave., Cam- 
bridge. a...

taurants are in competition. I’ll certainly 
take Nadia’s daughter’s word for it, but I 
have purposely avoided eating at Nadia’s 
recently since I don’t want to foment fil- 
ial rivalry by making comparisons. 

Not that Cedar’s has anything to lose 
from a comparison. On its own terms it is 
an excellent, inexpensive ethnic restaur- 
ant of the genre in which Boston, with its 
culinary polar tendency to produce either 
the trop couteux or the trop sub shop, is 
quite weak. Cedar’s is an unassuming cor- 
ner eatery whose walls are paneled and 
whose tablecloths are covered with sheets 
of plastic, a place almost European in its 
unpremeditated informality. 

The staples of Mideast cuisine are 
much in evidence here: lamb, eggplant, 
green beans, garlic, mint, pilaf, lemon 
and yogurt. For first courses, the baba 
ghanooj ($1.40, $1.60) is a superior, smo- 
ky rendition of baked eggplant mixed 
with tahini, garlic and lemon and served

cracked wheat, onions, allspice, mint and 
a lemon-and-oil dressing. The home- 
made chicken soup (50 cents and $1) was 
somewhat less successful. Although filled 
with diced vegetables and a piece of 
boiled chicken and nicely scented with 
cinnamon, the stock wasn’t strong enough 
to lift the soup off the ground. 

The main courses we tasted, however, 
restored the high standard of eating. One 
lamb shish-kebab plate ($4) came with 
two very fresh, finger-size stuffed cab- 
bage rolls, two stuffed grape leaves and a 
couple of delicious kufta balls, small 
dense balls of ground lamb and parsley. 
The lamb cubes were unexceptional, 
though — neither marinated nor char- 
coal broiled. String beans with lamb 
cubes ($3), simmered in a tomato sauce 
and served with rice pilaf, was good but a 
dish perhaps more enjoyable when served, 
as the Greeks do, with a piece of, baked 
lamb. 

The kousa mihshee ($3) consisted of 
two exquisitely hollowed whole zucchini 
stuffed with rice and ground lamb in a 
light tomato sauce — well-seasoned and a 
dish whose visual virtues enhance one’s 
appreciation. The baked eggplant with 
ground lamb ($3) may have been a bit wa- 
tery, but it was tender and tasty none- 
theless. 

For dessert, I'd recommend the na- 
mmourah (50 cents), a white cake soaked 
in some mysterious, slightly viscous mix- 
ture. And for a restaurant that puts the 
neighborhood back into eating, I'd rec- 
ommend Cedar’s.

Whoever does research on upcoming 
television programing for your publica- 
tion is obviously spending his stipend on 
bottles of cheap Beaujolais. I can’t un- 
derstand, for example, how someone can 
describe Suriset Song as ending as bad- 
ly as it- began.

The ‘‘Hot Dots” writer has then insulted 
a country of people because he doesn’t 
understand or care for a tale which in- 
volves and describes a land, a dialogue 
and a people different from his own. 
Hardly a likable quality, considering 
you are publishing your journal in one of 
the most ethnic cities in America.

the week’s fare on television. 

The movie Carousel, for example, is 
stated as being a story set c. 1900. May- 
be that’s why your reviewer finds it hard 
to take. He seems to have as little ap- 
preciation for older America as he does 
for foreign cultures.

|sic| were meant to provide escapes from 
what were otherwise humdrum lives. 
Carousel is, in fact, a modern-day clas- 
sic. The references to.Bill, the son who 
never was, are not vague in the least, un- 
less the viewer hadn't bothered to fol- 
low the storylines To@sbad for him. And 
by the way, As You Like It was adapted 
for the Broadway stage and had a very 
successful run. -Furthermore, Sir Laur- 
ence Olivier has been proclaimed one of 
the finest actors on the stage and screen. 
Couldn’t your reviewer find it some- 
where in his bag of compliments, which 
he seems to have hidden at the bottom 
of tH@@Warles River, to tout or at least to 
acknowledge both the actor and author 
of As You Like It as more than “Shakes- 
peare on film’? 

These may seem like fine points, but 
little things can annoy just enough of 
your 110,000 readers to cause an eco- 
nomic upset of the Phoenix. Stranger 
things have happened.

A tough re-election race is looming 


this fall for fabled Boston pol Patrick J. 


“Sonny” McDonough, a member of the 
Governor's Council. At least that’s what 
Globe editorial writer John Robinson re- 
ported in an Op-Ed page column on 
May 27, describing Rodney Brooks, a 
black resident of McDonough’s district 
and a member of the Republican State 
Committee, as a “serious candidate .-. .

At least one Globe reader was more 
than slightly surprised to read Rob- 
imson’s analysis. Michael Greeley, ad- 
ministrator of bail for the state Super- 
ior Court system, acts as a watchdog 
over those involved in running the 
state’s bail system.

I'd have to say that publications here 
and elsewhere (this one included) came 
perilously close to what I would normally 
describe as media overkill in the inordin- 
ate attention afforded last Tuesday even- 
ing’s alleged cult extravaganza at Yan- 
kee Stadium — namely, the Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon’s God Bless America fes- 
tival, which despite (or maybe because of) 
all the attention ended up as pretty much 
of a.bust.

And it was this latter piece, 
penned by Berkeley Rice, that particu- 
larly arrested this reporter’s attention.

read it. That’s because, it turns out, the

The Suffolk County DA probes the Mafia and the Canadian Connection

Suffolk County District Attorney Gar- 
rett H. Byrne has begun a probe to deter- 
mine if Mafia money was involved in 
mortgage loans made to the largest nurs- 
ing home chain in Massachusetts, the 
Phoenix has learned. 

Law enforcement sources say that the 
investigation centers on reports that a 
Canadian-based company has served as a 
conduit for laundered Mob money. The 
Canadian company, the Burnac Corp., 
Ltd. of Toronto, has made some $11.7 mil- 
lion in mortgage loans to Idak Convales- 
cent Centers, Inc., a nursing home chain 
with headquarters in Dedham. Idak runs 
some 27 nursing homes throughout Mas- 
sachusetts, including four in Boston, as - 
well as one other facility in Vermont. 

Working closely with Canadian author- 
ities, Byrne’s investigators have been ex- 
poring possible links between officials of 
the Burnac Corp. and reputed Mob fig- 
ures, and the trail may reach as high as 
Meyer Lansky, described as the Mob’s. 
top money man. 

The investigation, underway for at least 
several weeks, is being handled by the 
Suffolk County Investigation and Pro- 
secution Project, a federally funded unit 
within Byrne’s office. Assistant District 
Attorney Thomas Dwyer, who heads that 
unit and the probe as well, last week re- 
fused comment. 

A key figure in the probe, sources say, is 
Joseph Burnett, 39, the well-to-do To- 
ronto lawyer (he was recently reported to 
own both a Cadillac and a Rolls Royce) 
who founded Burnac in the early ’70s. The 
company, whose purpose from the start 
was to lend mortgage money, particular- 
ly in the US, was known back then as the 
CNA Investors Group, and Burnett was 
an equal partner with the CNA Financial 
Corp. of Chicago, a $4.5 billion giant with 


+ 


several insurance firms under its wing. 
But the Chicago outfit sold its interest in 
CNA Investors to Burnett after some un- 
favorable publicity in Canada in 1974, 
and the CNA name was soon changed to 
Burnac. (A Burnac official told the Phoe- 
nix recently that the company’s only fi- 
nancial involvement in Massachusetts is 
the Idak loan.) 

Although Burnett refused comment on 
the subject when reached in Toronto last 
week by the Phoenix, he was not nearly so 
secretive a few years back about his rela- 
tionship with the now-75-year-old finan- 
cier from Switzerland, John (Jack) Pull- 
man. At one time both Burnett and Pull- 
man admitted that Burnett had invested 
some $2.5 million of Pullman’s money in 
the United States and Canada, and some 
law enforcement officials think the figure 
may be much higher. In a 1974 interview 
with the Toronto Globe and Mail, Pull- 
man claimed that the $2.5 million was all 


his own money and added, “I have a lot 


more.” 


sure about the first ‘part of that claim; 
they say, in fact, that Pullman is an ex- 
pert in the handling of Mob money. “John 
Pullman for years was a courier of the 
Mob,” then-US Attorney Robert Mor- 
genthau of New York claimed in 1969. 
“Now he handles their investments for 
them in Swiss bank accounts.” Pullman 
intrigues investigators for another rea- 
son: he has earned a reputation as a friend 
of Mob kingpin Meyer Lansky, and it is 
an association which Pullman does not 
deny. 

“That? s right, I do know Meyer Lan- 
sky,” Pullman told the Toronto Globe 
and Mail in his 1974 interview, and then 
continued, “You know, in the past I have 
been in the banking business and when I 
went out after accounts I didn’t go to re-

porters earning $10,000 a year. I-went to 
millionaires that had money. I couldn’t go 
to ditch-diggers, so I went to Las Vegas; I 


tried to get accounts from people that - 
owned casinos. That’s how I got to know a

On April 10, 1975, Pullman arrived in 


Toronto by jet on a combined business — 


and pleasure trip (he claims to have sev- 
eral relatives in Canada) and was soon ar- 
rested on a stock-fraud charge by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted~ Police. Pull- 
man made bail by writing a $250,000 per- 
sonal check. The stock fraud case began 
with preliminary hearings last November 


and is still going on today; the case, com- - 


plete with a parade of witnesses from. Eu- 
rope, would be big news in Canada but for 


a gag order on the Canadian press issued © 


in November. 


Pullman’s presence in Toronto has 


whetted the appetite of US law enforce- 
ment officials, who believe that he could 


reveal a great deal about the methods by . 
"which the Mob takes ~ 


through Swiss-bank ac- 
counts, and then invests it in seemingly 
above-board business ventures. Pullman 
has had at least some cursory discussions 
with Canadian authorities; one inves- 
tigator for the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police told the Phoenix that the $2.5 mil- 
lion given to Joseph Burnett to invest had 
been discussed. ‘‘Pullman said he 
couldn’t care what Joe [Burnett] did with 
the money as long as it wasn’t old folks’ 
homes,” said the Mountie. “‘He’s getting 
on in years, you know.” 

Whether Pullman’s disclaimer of any 
nursing home involvemefit"was meant to 
throw investigators off the true track of 
the money is precisely the question that 
District Attorney Byrne’s office is now 
probing. There is reason to believe that 
the DA’s staffers have aeryet a few 


theories of. their own on that “question, 


judging from a phone call from the DA’s 


-office once received by a Canadian police 


official we spoke to. “I think the people in 
Boston,” said the source, referring to 


Byrne’s office, “came to the conclusion 


that because of the relationship between 
Pullman and Burnett, Pullman would be 
involved in CNA.” 

The Canadian official emphasized that, 
as far as he knew, that involvement had 
yet to be established, and Burnett speci- 


fically denied it last week in his phone in- . 


terview with the Phoenix. 

‘Pullman’s current. entanglement_with 
Canadian authorities has not been his 
first brush with the law while up north. In 
1973 both hé and Burnett were inter- 
viewed in Burnett’s Toronto office by FBI 
agents attached to the Justice Depart- 
ment’s Organized Crime Strike Force in 
Detroit. The subject was a $200,000 loan 
transaction involving. CNA, which fed- 


eral authorities viewed as acase where the 
reat source-of the money was deliberately — 
disguised.

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What lies ahead for genetic research? 


Biohazards

Before commencemes? on June 17, 


Harvard University officials will decide. 


whether to approve the construction of a 
containment facility in which highly con- 
troversial — and possibly dangerous — 
genetic research experiments would be 
conducted, a facility in their Biological 
Laboratories building at 16 Divinity Ave- 
nue in Cambridge. 

The experiments involve revolutionary 
“recombinant DNA” research, whereby

scientists join genetic 
material (DNA) from two wo different or- 
ganisms to create an entirely new one. Us- 
ing this gene transplant technique, scien- 
tists hope first to crack the elusive code by 
which an organism’s .characteristics are 
transmitted, and then eventually to con- 
trol it. No one, however, not even the 
scientists, knows how these microorgan- 
isms which are created in the laboratory 
and which never existed before — micro- 


‘organisms which reproduce — will affect 


man and other life forms should they es- 
cape. 
Since 1974, when scientists — 


called for a moratorium to assess their 
own work, a fierce debate has raged with- 
in the scientific community concerning 
the pros and cons of such experimenta- 
tion. For some, recombinant DNA re- 
search is the harbinger of cancer cures, 
green revolutions, solutions for birth de- 
fects, and advances in medical technol- 
ogy. For others, it is the portent of new in- 
fectious agents harmful to humankind, 
epidemics, ecological disaster and “‘gen- 
etic engineering” of humans. 

The debate at Harvard University is 
not “academic,” however, but quite real. 
An application for a special 2000 square 
foot containment unit (called a P3 facili- 
ty) which will include four rooms — three 
for animal cell, virus, and recombinant 
DNA experiments and one for biochemis- 
try work — has already been approved by 
officials of the National Institutes of 
Health.( NIH), a government agency. The 
proposal for the facility, in which 75 per- 
cent of the work, according to Harvard 
scientist Tom Maniatis, will involve re- 
combinant DNA research, was submit- 
ted by Harvard biology professor Mark 

in May, 1975 on behalf of a doz- 
en members of the university's biology de- 
partment. (Ptashne claims that he plans 
no research himself in the facility but is 
sponsoring it on behalf of his friend Tom

In the NIH application, Ptashne outlines 
the experiments he himself plans to do in 
the facility.) Between $300,000 and 
$500,000 in taxpayers’ moneys now sits in 
Washington awaiting Harvard's final ap- 
proval of the facility. Within the next 10 


.days, Dean of the Faculty of Arts and 


Sciences Henry Rosovsky and Harvard 
president Derek Bok will decide whether 
to permit the facility to be built. If the fa- 
cility is approved as expected, it may be 
in operation as early as next Christmas. 

Yet no Haryard official will certify = 
the Biological Laboratories building — 
whose fourth floor the facility will 
located — is the safest possible site the 
university can provide for the proposed 

No Harvard official can guarantee 
either the safety of the facility or the 
experiments done in them.

Last, no representative of the public 
has participated in a decision which some 
Harvard officials concede may affect the 
health and safety of the general public.

To be Orr, or not to be © 


George V. Higgins 

wi are, of course, the big kids now, the 
survivors of the funerals that followed 
Dallas, the primary in California in 1968, 
the process of salvation of democracy in 
Vietnam and the unheralded exhaustion 
of those spans of years too meagerly allot- 
ted to our fathers and our friends. 

Attentive to the strictures of Saint 
Paul, we have put away childish things 
and bend our every effort during every 
“waking hour to the doing of good deeds 
and the meeting of the payroll in prepar- 
ation for the Judgment Day. 

Thus burning with hard, gemlike 
flames, bearing sorrow after sorrow as the 
sparks fly upward, we will, in due course, 
vote as civic duty requires, stamp out 
psoriasis, get the country moving again, 
and... , ah, the hell with it: I’m going to 
miss Bobby Orr. 

This is not the lament of someone who 
had beers with the guy or shared his frus- 
trations, celebrations and triumphs. I 
only met the fellow once, and I imposed 
upon him that intrusion only because I 
have certain obligations to discharge, and 
‘that will demand an explanatory digres- 
sion. 

I am proud to say that I am, in the uni- 
verse, Susan’s third favorite male, right 
behind Carl Yastrzemski, and I would do 
anything for Susan. But Yaz, for Susan, is 
a hell of a lot closer to third than he is to 
first, no matter where Darrell Johnson 


‘}'puts him in the lineup, and he will prob- 


ably have to scramble to stay there. My- 
self, | do my own scrambling, which is 
why, in a spasm of abnegation, I con- 
trived for Susan to meet her favorite 
(John, whose claims upon me are as good 
as Susan’s, is rather partial to Jim Rice, 
but his preference on skates was Espo- 
sito, and he’s thus already cynical). It is 
just as you expected, or at least it was: he 
is as graceful with a kid as he is with a 
penalty to kill, and we shall all miss 
Robert Gordon Orr. 

Having occasioned that intrusion on his 
practice time, I am not about to commit 


which I wish him well. Nor have I any im- 
portunate urge to wangle my way into the 
deliberations of the Jacobs brothers, who 
own da Broons, and in previous disguises 
were Emprise and Sportservice; them 
outfits attract a good deal of attention 
from cops and grand juries, the way I get 
it, or at least they used to. No, this is just 
another valentine, and, incidentally, an 
indictment of the Great Thief who is 
Time. 

Of hockey, 11 years ago, I knew not one 
blessed thing, and I still don’t know a 
great deal. I became aware of it only be- 
cause I acquired an old television, which 
had been sold in the Springfield market 
and consequently received UHF. One 
night, out of idle curiosity, I tried Chan- 
nel 38, and there observed a group of fel- 
lows who wore skates and short pants and 
went about the ice carrying sticks, which 
they generally employed to propel a small 
black object and occasionally applied to 
one another. The Red Sox, as you will re- 
call, fetched up eighth that year (as they 
will again this year, notwithstanding the 
difficulty of doing so in a six-team divi- 
sion, unless Johnson learns to hook the 
goddamned pitcher when he lets in two in 
the first against Catfish Hunter), and I 
was looking for diversion. 

The thing of it was that you needed to 
know nothing about hockey in order to en- 
joy the way it was played by Bobby Orr. 
Even an old television set that blew a lot

of smoke and snow at you while you were 
doing it. To resurrect a canard without 
the orange sauce: he dominated the game. 

Ignorant of opera, you can attend a 
Beverly Sills performance without baffle- 
ment; unschooled in ballet, a Fonteyn; 
basketball, a Russell; saloon singer, a 
Sinatra; bullfighter, an Ordonez. There 
are some people so damned good at what 
they do that all nature — hedgehogs, 
chipmunks and the larger squirrels — can 
only look upon it in respectful admira- 
tion. I remember when one of the family 
newspapers took a poll of players in the 
NHL, and asked them (who knew, after 
all, something about the subject) what 
was Bobby Orr’s best move, and Gordie 
Howe’s response, dashed out and here re- 
stored without consultation with Howe: 
“When he puts on his fucking skates.” 

He was, and he remains, a splendid 
hockey player. I remember particularly 
not the winning goal against the Blues, 
when he went flying through the air, or 
the Patented Rushes, nor, oddly enough, 
the way he’d rag the puck when the 
Bruins were a man short, doing a Janet 
Lynn after a Dorothy Hamill while a 
crowd (including the opposing team) 
looked on, bemused. No, it was the night 
when someone got exasperated with his 
mastery — I think it was Mikita — and 
took a run at him right on the blue line 
when he was all alone, and somehow he 
did something which that man had never 
seen before, and probably did not see 
then, so that Orr was gone when the flying 
body arrived and slammed into the 
dasher. 

Along with us, he has, of course, been 
hurt and gotten older. He’s been forced, in 
certain circumstances, to replace the 
speed he used to have with guile. But then 
so have Luis Tiant, Captain Carl and 
even you and me. More brittle, vastly 
more imposing than he was those few 
short years ago when he was 18, he has ac- 
quired, like it or not, that certain dignity 
which, while it nicely compensates for the 
loss of that raw innocence he brought 
from the Oshawa Generals, now under- 
standably constrains him to prefer that he 
be called Bob. Not Bobby. 

Sooner or later, I suppose, we shall all 
decide to wear the bottoms of our trousers 
rolled, and to preface the ingestion of a 
peach with a great deal of reflection on 
the risks. T. Wms., Esq., retired, and so 
did Cooz, more loved; Bill Russell vouch- 
safed a modicum of rationality when he 
explained that he’d become too old to 
spend his days running around in his 
underwear, playing a game for boys. 
Havlicek, I suppose, will be next. 

So perhaps it is just as well that we 
have now this intimation of mortality, 
which we can slough by pretending that 
Orr playing for another tean is just the 
same as Orr in the black and gold. 

The trouble, of course, Messrs. Jacobs, 
is that that sort of intimation is precisely 
what we visit Boston Garden in the win- 
ter to avoid. Letting him go will let him be 
addressed as Bob, because it will take 
care of that special cadence in the special 
way we talk which decreed that always 
and forever in the big rat-trap it would be 
Number Four, Bobby Orr. You guys 
wouldn’t know that, of course, being from 
Buffalo and all. 

The rest of us, including Susan, are 
from Boston, and we plan to remember. 
Good night, Bobby Orr, and best wishes; 
ot left the vivid air signed with your

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Government by press release

He was a media personality — 
moderator of Public Tele- 
vision’s ““The Advocates” — long 
before he was governor. He is al- 
so-an assiduous reader of news- 
papers and periodicals and al- 
ways has been. So despite his as- 
sertions to the contrary, it was 
really no surprise that, as gover- 
nor, Michael Dukakis showed 
deep interest in his public im- 

age. 

Even before the election in 
1974, in fact, his press staff was 
preparing for him a daily sum- 
mary of all that was written 
about him. And soon after he 
took office, his press office ac- 
quired something his predeces- 
sor’s never had — a TV to mon- 
itor the nightly newscasts. 

“When I’m governor, there 
will be no more government by 
press release,’ he promised with 
the kind of utter confidence only 
he can exude. But from the start, 
Dukakis was far more McLu- 
hanesque than his predecessor, 
Frank Sargent. What was writ- 
ten and reported about Dukakis 
often had an immediate effect. 
Early in the term, for example, 


‘the day after a reporter had writ- 
“ten that “‘a decade of ambitious- 


social reform in Massachusetts 
coming to an end,” Du- 
kakis deviated from the formal 
agenda at a cabinet meeting to 
“inform the press that a decade 
of ambitious social reform in 
Massachusetts is not coming to 
an end.” 

When his first year in office 
was filled with defeat and frus- 
tration — and was reported that 
way on radio, television and in 
the press —-the McLuhanesque 


~rogovernor found the culprit in the 


medium, not his message. The 
remedy did not require a change 
in strategies, tone or approach, 
but better public relations. The 
results of several public opinion 
polls showing a good number of 
citizens (around a third) un- 
happy with Dukakis’s perfor- 
mance as governor only under- 
scored the need for an upgraded 
press component. 

Four problem areas were iden- 
tified: State House press, out-of- 
town press, one-time Dukakis 
campaign activists and speech- 
writing. The Governor raided his 
own cabinet to deal with the lat- 
ter two areas. John Rendon, with 
a salary more than $20,000, was 
moved from the Office of Public 
Safety to the Governor’s staff to 
provide better relations with the 
old campaign organization. And 
Michael Widmer shifted his bet- 
ter than $20,000 salary from the 
Office of Human Services to the 
Governor's office to write 
speeches. 

But both men, as things 
turned out, spent at least as 
much time assisting Chief Sec- 

“retary David Liederman as they 
did on their primary jobs. In 
fact, it soon became obvious that 
Widmer himself would need an 
assistant. Enter former televi- 
sion newswriter David Steven- 


. son and an expenditure of an- 


other $14,000 for “image.” 

Meanwhile,. press secretary 
Mary Fifield’s position was be- 
ing upgraded. First came a raise 
in pay, from $20,000 to $23,000. 
‘Then came approval by the Gov- 
ernor of Fifield’s proposal that 
she be allowed to hire two assis- 
tants — one to specialize in 
State House press, the other to 
deal with the “provinces.” Du- 
kakis was willing to spend lib- 
erally. - 

First to be added was Alan 
Raymond, a one-time Channel 2 
reporter and most recently a 
Jimmy Carter press employee. 
Hired as Fifield’s subordinate in 
dealings with the fulltime press 

__at_ the State House, R 


joined the fast-growing band of 
press specialists at $19,000. 

‘o concentrate on weeklies, 
out-of-town dailies and media 
outlets, Fifield most recently ob- 
tained, for $18,000 a year, the 
services of North Adams Tran- 
script managing editor Alfred 
Edmonds. 

Then, of course, there is David 


Sugarman. He is Dukakis’s ‘‘as- 


“sistant press secretary.” He had 


been chief press secretary dur- 


‘ing the campaign, but was 


passed over in favor of Fifield, 
who had been top press officer 
for the campaign of Lieutenant 
Governor Tom O'Neill. Sugar- 
man, who writes speeches, talks 
to reporters and serves as jack- 
of-all-trades, earns $16,000 a 
year. 

When you add in three ad- 
ministrative assistants who 
function as pages, distribute 
news releases to the State House 
press and earn between $9200 
and $11,000 a year, plus a press 
secretary and an assistant press 
secretary for O'Neill, you’ve got 
something like a $150,000 to 
$200,000-a-year operation. Or, to 
put it another way, a press staff 


of the same magnitude as the | 


one Sargent had at the end of his 
six-year term — and of which 
‘Dukakis made such an issue dur- 
ing the "74 campaign. 

“It might be called ‘PR’ and 
some of it deservedly so,”’ says 
Sugarman. “But if you can’t 


communicate what you are do- : 


ing, what’s the sense? It’s not 
just that things are going bad. 
Now he recognizes that our en- 
emies are out there talking to 
editors and such, and if we want 
to develop public support for our 
programs, we've got to’do the 
same.” 

One might say, in fact, that ef- 
forts of administration PR spe- 
cialists to reach the editors have 
reached something close to a fe- 
ver pitch. 

Take, for example, efforts to 
publicize a recent speech by En- 
vironmental Affairs Secretary 
Evelyn Murphy. In addressing 
the Third Annual Meeting of the 
Construction Industries of Mass- 
achusetts, she noted that waste 
water treatment programs are 


_ helping to create construction 


jobs. 

Hardly news in the tradi- 
tional sense — more like “puff” 
— it was the kind of speech an 
environmentalist ought to give to 
construction workers if her sense 
of public relations were at all re- 
fined. Nevertheless, Murphy’s 
new $11,000-a-year press secre- 
tary (yes, the cabinet secretar- 


ies, as they find the need to de- 


velop support for their pro- 
grams, are also getting into the 
act) considered the speech wor- 
thy of more than routine dis- 
semination. 

Copies of the news release 
summarizing the speech could 
have been sent by first class mail 
at 13 cents a shot. Instead, they 
went out to 45 dailies and 80 ra- 
dio and TV outlets by special de- 
livery — at 93 cents a shot. What 
might have cost taxpayers only 
$16.25 in postage instead cost 
more like $116. 

Alan Raymond assured the 
Phoenix that this example of 
overzealous public relations was 
“an aberration.” He added: “If 
it’s not an aberration, it cer- 
tainly should be.” 

Perhaps the incident was an 
aberration. But given Dukakis’s 
belief that his problems stem on- 
ly from public misconceptions as 
ringing victories continue to 
elude him, and as a growing 
group. of press specialists try to 
keep busy, this administration 
seems more and more primed, 
willing and able to conduct “gov- 
ernment by press release.’ Illu- 
sio co ity.

may soon be rivalled by Bur- 
nett’s. Last May, Canadian in- 
come tax investigators seized 26 
cartons of documents from his 
offices in- what Burnett at. the 
time called a “‘misunderstand- 
ing”; last week, though, when 
Burnett was asked about persis- 
tent reports that he was under 
investigation by Canadian au- 
thorities, he refused comment. 

Also refusing comment last 
week was Sydney Kline, the 
president of the Idak nursing 
home chain, who told the Phoe- 
nix he didn’t think he’d “have 
any comment on any question 
you might ask at this time,” 
including whether he’d recently 
been contracted by investiga- 
tors from District Attorney 
Byrne’s office. hi 

Sydney is one of four brothe 
from Newton (the. others are 
Melvin, Max and Morris) who, 
beginning back in 1958, within 
15 years built the Idak chain into 
the state’s largest. (The chain 
originally bore another cor- 
porate label, but the brothers 
changed it to Idak in honor of 
‘Ida, their mother.) With the pur- 
chase of 11 homes in a 1973 
bankruptcy sale, Idak reached 
its current total of 27 homes, 
housing some 2500 patients, 
scattered throughout the Com- 
monwealth. Four of the homes 
are within Boston city limits: the 
Star of David in West Roxbury, 
the Charles House in Brighton, 
and the Edgewood and Brad- 
ford in Dorchester. 

The most recent records on file 
at the Massachusetts Rate Set- 
ting Commission, which deter- 
mines how much government 
money nursing home operators 
are to be paid (the industry is 85 
percent government-sub- 
sidized), show that Idak has bor- 
rowed a total of $11.7 million 
from CNA of Toronto. Some $4.3 
million of this total was in the 
form of a first mortgage, $4.9 
million was a second mortgage, 
and another $2.5 million was 
listed as a construction mort- 
gage. At the time of Idak’s filing 
with Rate Setting in late 1974, 
none of the principal amounts on 
the loans had yet been repaid. - 

After a recent series of investi- 
gative. reports on three Idak 
facilities by the Quincy Patriot 
Ledger, the Rate Setting Com- 
mission found that it had over- 
paid Idak roughly $500,000 on 
those three homes over a three- 
year period, and a state probe in- 
to such overpayments continues 
today. 

The continuing state éxamina- 
tion of possible overpayments in 
the past lends credence to re- 
ports within the nursing home 
industry that the owners of Idak 
are looking to sell. Idak’s presi- 
dent, Sydney Kline, declined 
comment on those reports last 
week.

Arch Macdonald: His first 4¢ 40 | years 


by Dave O’Brian 

If you grew up in Boston — or, 
for that matter, nearly any- 
where in New England — you 
grew up with Arch Macdonald, 
the “dean” of television news- 
men hereabouts. Arch aired the 
region's first TV newscast, the 
Shawmut Nightly News Teller, 
on WBZ.-TV, Channel 4, in June 
of 1948. Since then his face has 
appeared in our living rooms 
consistently. It may not be the 
prettiest visage ever to grace our 
screens, but it has got to be one 
of the most widely and imme- 
diately recognizable faces in 
New England. And Macdonald 
is certainly one of the most res- 
pected and well-liked reporters 
( he thinks the word “journalist” 
is pretentious) in Boston. 

A native of Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, Macdonald worked as 
an NBC and Westinghouse cor- 
respondent from 1938 to 1942. 
He then anchored newscasts and 
did street reporting, primarily 
political, at WBZ-TV for more 
than 20 years until, in 1970, he 
shocked his brogdcast col- 
leagues by jumping to the neo- 
phyte UHF Channel 56 to. an-. 


chor a te" budget experi- 


mental 10 o'clock news pro- 
gram. It was an experiment that 
failed within the year — des- 
pite, Macdonald claims, a com- 
mitment from Kaiser Broadcas- 
ting to stay with the show for 
three years. Macdonald even- 
tually landed the ‘‘Political Edi- 
tor” post at WCVB-TV, the new 
Channel 5, when it went on, the 
air in March of 1972. 

On July 18, Arch will turn 65 
and, according to the rules at 
Channel 5, he must “retire.’” 
But Arch, who looks and feels 20 
years younger than his chron- 
ological age, has no intention of 
retiring and is out looking for 
work. fy the following interview, 
conducted by this reporter and 
Phoenix staffer Dianne Duman-

Q. Let's start by talking about 
how you got into broadcasting. 

A. I got into broadcasting by 
running out of money for med- 
icine.

Guild and traveling around the* 


country as an intercollegiate de- 
bater.

Barbara Walters’s 
father owned one of them — Bill 
Walters. This is where he really 
started. And Barbara grew up 
here. 

Then they transferred me to 
news and special events. They 
used to send me around every- 
where whenever they needed 
somebody to plug a hole here in 
New England or elsewhere in the 
country. This was just before 
World War II and I had an offer 
from NBC Blue to go to London 
as a correspondent, but I got pa- 
triotic and joined the Navy in- 
stead. And I went to the Pacific 
after a spell in public relations. 
Finally I became commander of 
an assault landing group and 
made a number of Pacific lan- 
dings with the Marine Corps. 
Iwo Jima was the worst. 

Q. You were really in the thick 
of things, weren’t you? 

A. Yeah, I was number one 
boat. It was a little plywood 
boat. You could spit through it. 
One of the magazines recently 
published a story on Iwo Jima 
with some picturs of the lan- 
ding, and I know exactly which 
boat — which little white streak 
— Iam. 

After Okinawa I was detached 
from my ship and sent down to 
work with all the war correspon- 
dents. We would have landed in 
Japan on November 1, 1945, 
which would have been awful. 
That would have been terrible 
murder because of the kami- 
kazes. I’m one guy who thanks 
God that Truman dropped the 
bomb. I’m sitting here talking to 
you because of that. Otherwise, I 
couldn’t possibly have survived. 
Circumstances would have 
caught up. I’d had more than my 
share of luck in surviving. 

Q. You mean people were just 
dropping all around you? 

A. Oh, the kamikazes would 
keep coming at you. You could 
knock down three or four, but if 
one got in they’d clean out the 
whole deck. And you couldn’t get 
them all. At Okinawa they 
cleaned out practically every de- 
stroyer and destroyer escort we 
had in the Pacific. If the people 


back in the United States knew 
about it it would have been a ter- 
rible scandal. They didn’t know 
about it, which was just as well. 

Q. What were your duties with 
the correspondents? 

A. Feeding all the stuff back to 
the networks in San Francisco. I 
decided then to stay in the news 
field. I just figured that if I had 
any reason for existing in the 
world, I guess this is it. 

And I loved Boston and the 
people of New England. I’ve 
been a Bostonian by preference 
all these years because I’ve real- 
ly had pretty good opportunities 
to go elsewhere. It’s corny, but 
this is where I belong. 

I might never have gotten into 
television if it wasn’t for the 
Shawmut Bank, which was the 
first bank in the United States to 
get involved in television, and a 
guy named John Barry, the 
bank’s Vice President for Public 
Affairs, who had previously 
worked for the Boston Globe. In 
fact it was Barry who intro- 
duced me to politics back when 
he was still at the Globe and I 
was at WBZ radio. I did my first 
election with Barry from the 
Boston Globe city room when it 
was on Washington Street. He 
sent me out into the street and 
dropped a microphone down 
from the city room. I stepped out 
into Newspaper Row with this 
microphone and this gentleman 
whom I didn’t know stepped up 
[here Arch dees a very credible 
Curley impersonation] and said, 
“Young man, I’m James Mich- 
ael Curley.” And I never got in a 
goddamn word until they yanked 
the microphone up again. That 
was literally my introduction to 
politics, and who could have 
been a better teacher? 

Then, when Westinghouse got 
into TV, Shawmut Bank put a 
lot of dough in and really got TV 
off the ground in this city. John 
Barry liked my work, so I be- 
came the first television news- 
man, not only for New England 
but also for the Westinghouse 
Broadcasting Company. I was al- 
so the voice for the very first pro- 
gram that we had on the air 
which, incidentally, will be 28 


years ago on the ninth of this 
month.

tion coverage from the city room 
of the Boston Post, where the ci- 
ty editor, who didn’t like TV,. 
thought we- were intruders.

As a matter of 
fact, they cut to Boston because 
Kaltenborn had long since con- 
ceded the election to Dewey and 
I was still holding out. They 
must have been saying this stu- 
pid Bostonian, back in the prov- 
inces, doesn’t know enough to 
realize Dewey has it all wrapped.

don’t mean it that way. 

Q. But there is a real. differ-* 
ence in style between the two 
men. 

A. Yes. Medeiros is very spir- 
itual. Cushing would say, “I 

can’t imagine» myself ever be- 
anything but a priest, but if I 
weren't, I'd have been a politi- 
cian.” And he was right. 

Q. Those were the two ways 
for the Irish to get ahead in his 
day. Either through the church 
or through politics. 

A. You're right. He said that 
as a kid he once earned 50 cents 
— the first money he’d ever 
earned — campaigning for one of 
the South Boston pols. He got up 
on the back end of a wagon and 
was screaming and hollering for 
the politician. “And that,” he 
said, “is how I got this foghorn 
voice."’ I could have written 
three or four books on the man. 

Q. What was it about Pope 
John that was so attractive to 
him? 

A. He was a simple man. 
Cushing would say he didn’t like 
to go to the Vatican “because 
they talk in Latin and I don’t un- 
derstand Latin. And I can’t eat 
their Italian food.” There were 
two Johns that were important 
in Cushing’s life: Pope John and 
Jack Kennedy, whom I knew be- 
fore he ran for Congress. 

Q. When did you first meet 
Kennedy? 

A. I went out and walked the 
streets with Jack Kennedy — to 
show you how smart I was — in 
Brighton, because his cousin 
asked me to go. This was in 1946. 
And Senator [Michael] LoPres- 
ti, who was a little guy, the fa- 
ther of the present Sen. LoPres- 
ti [Michael Jr.] — who owned 
the Golden Dome eventually and 
then went on, was out with Jack 
Kennedy and was pushing him 
up to people to meet people. He 
was like a little tugboat pushing 
this tall, thin, gangly guy who 
was so terribly shy. Kennedy was

United States. It’s a capital city, 
not only: for Massachusetts but 
also a secondary capital city for 
five of the New England states. 
And if you learn it and make 
your way in Boston, certainly in 
television, Tom Ellis notwith- 
standing, you can make it in 
New York. 

And, incidentally, on Tom E]- 
lis, I think I may disagree a lit- 
tle with you on this. I was there 
when they hired Tom Ellis. He 
did the job they hired him to do 
and he did it very well. That’s 
why they paid him very well. 

Q. He wasn’t hired to be a re- 
porter. 

A. He was hired to do the job 
he did. And he did it damned 
well. 

Q. What do you think about 
the trend- toward “happy news” 
in local television? 

A. This turns me off. But, 
again, I’m a purist. And I’m very 
concerned about it. I think we’re 


_ going through a prolonged state 


of ambivalence at this point. We 
know that we are primarily an 
entertainment medium. We’re 


Vv news particularly from 
tyam on. And yet we don't 
khowgs really, what we are. That's 


very ‘true on the local lével but _ 
it’s also true to some extent on | 
the national level: You éantsee - 
what's happening to the net- 


works, the way they’re juggling 
their programming. They really 
aren’t certain. 

Q. Well, having been in on it 


from the beginning, how do you . 
think broadcasting has reached 


the point where the people who 
make the decisions are not sure 


- what the medium is? 


A. I think Vietnam turned it 
around. For the first time the 
people of the United States real- 
ly knew what war was. Every- 
body knew — all ages and both 
sexes. And the full impact of TV 
news became understood and the 
decision-makers knew what they 
had on their hands. I'll tell you 
one thing, I think the two worst 
things that have happened to the 
industry in my lifetime in broad- 
casting have been the introduc- 


tion of the ratings systems with- 


their demographics and the in- 
troduction of TV consultants. 
Because they’ve both afforded 
crutches to the decision-makers 


in the industry, and they lean. 


too heavily on those crutches. 
They lean too heavily on people 
who don’t know as much about 
the broadcasting industry as 


they do, J think, that in some in; 


stances the consultants have 
served a good purpose, but over- 
all they have not. This is a per- 
sonal opinion, but I feel very 
strongly about it. I feel that in 
both instances they were 
crutches that have inhibited the 
decision-makers from depen- 
ding on their own generally 
sound judgments. 

Q. You were always both a re- 
porter and a broadcaster. John 
Henning is another one who has 
had street experience and, to me, 
as a journalist, it’s obvious that 
he’s more than just a reader. 
Were you disturbed when the era 
came when- the journalist-an- 
chorman gave way to the per- 
sonality-anchorman? 

A. Yeah, that’s what made a

But 
other people say all it means is 
we're going to get alot of ware- 
house fires and riots on the news. 

A. We are going to get a lot of 
those. There’s no doubt about it. 
I’ve already seen it and so have 
you. It’s used as a gimmick. 

Q. But.do you think that if

news? 

A. Oh, absolutely, if used 
properly. Again, has TV even 
closely approached its poten- 
tial? I don’t think so. I realize 
that TV is a visual medium and 
that visuals are an additional

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Why McGovern ousted his anti-Carter

It’s no secret that George Mc- 
Govern doesn’t like Jimmy Car- 
ter. He still resents the former 
Georgia Governor's role in the 
1972 Stop McGovern move- 
ment. And at various times and 
in different primaries this year, 
McGovern has sent out letters on 
behalf of at least three of Car- 
ter’s opponents. In a letter re- 
leased by his office late last 
week, his administrative assis- 
tant wrote that “McGovern pre- 
fers a candidate such as Con- 
gressman Udall over Governor 
Carter.” 

Nevertheless, on Memorial 
Day McGovern fired aides Alan 
Baron and Jack Quinn for “be- 
coming publicly involved in the 
stop Carter movement.” He 
claimed he did not want his of- 
fice to become involved in such 
an effort. 

This surprised many political 
observers who had watched Bar- 
on travel from state to state, giv- 
ing advice to anti-Wallace, anti- 
Jackson and anti-Carter candi- 
dates, seemingly with McGov- 
ern’s blessing. Over the last four 
years, Baron has built a reputa- 
tion as one of the most know- 
ledgeable nuts-and-bolts lib- 
erals in the Democratic Party. 


* When he went to work for Mc- 


Govern last year, it was widely 
speculated that he was hired to 
be McGovern’s political anten- 
na and would advise him on the 
prospects for a second run for the 
White House. Officially, Baron 
was hired to be an executive as- 
sistant, speechwriter and press 
secretary for the national press. 
But he was always much more. 
As McGovern aide Robert Mc- 
Keithen explained, “I believed 
he also served in a sort of unde- 
fined capacity as political ad- 
viser. I know he did travel and 
deal with presidential candi- 
dates.” 

Quinn had worked for Mc- 
Govern in 1972 and then for the 


- Commission on Delegate Selec- 
tion and Party Structure. He re- 
joined McGovern’s staff last 
month as a legislative counsel af- 
ter leaving the Udall campaign. 
What is puzzling about the 
McGovern-Baron incident is 
that the explanation keeps 
changing. When the story first 
broke, the issue was solely the 
stop Carter movement. McGov- 
ern’s statement stressed that 
Baron and Quinn were “‘in- 
volved in activities that were not 
compatible with their respon- 
a to the Senate and to 
” McGovern said he “wants 


part of any such effort,” yet 


he tolerated Baron’s overt anti- 
Carter activities during most of 
the primary season. And he 
chose a rather strange time 
disavowal: shortly before the 
South Dakota primary, in which 
Udall was counting on McGov- 
ern’s unequivocal support for his 
first victory. 

Some observers believe that, 
despite McGovern’s endorse- 
ment of Udall, his failure to cam- 
paign actively for him, com- 
bined with the timing of his pro- 
nouncement condemning anti- 
Carter cabals, effectively de- 
prived Udall of a chance to over- 
come Carter’s early lead in 
South Dakota. Udall workers ar- 
riving in Ohio from there are said 
to be especially bitter. Baron be- 
lieves that, had McGovern not 
announced his opposition to a 
stop Carter movement, the 
South Dakota outcome would 
have been a victory for Udall. 
And, he said, “the irony is that 
McGovern just can’t stand Jim- 
my Carter. He thinks he is a bad 
man.” 

However, Jack Quinn, now 
back with Udall in Ohio, be- 
lieves that while a photo-finish 
loss could be blamed on Mc- 
Govern’s announcement, Car- 
ter’s margin of victory was too 
large to attribute solely to Mc- 
Govern’s statements. 

‘In response to their firing, Bar. 


on and Quinn told reporters that 
McGovern had taken the step 
because he was under intense 
pressure to get rid of them. Some 
of the pressure, according to Bar- 

on, came from McGovern sup- 
porters who were worried that “if 
Carter ended up winning in 
South Dakota, McGovern would 
be out on a limb politically, hav- 
ing alienated a lot of Carter sup- 
porters.” Other pressure al- 
legedly came from Carter, and in 
their statement, Quinn and Bar- 
on termed it “regrettable that 
Governor Carter and his sup- 
porters have found our dissent 
and our principles so 

that they felt compelled to bring 
this pressure.” 

Despite Carter’s undisguised 
pleasure at the dismissals, no 
one has been able to document 
direct pressure by Carter on Mc- 
Govern. McGovern’s office 
maintains that neither Carter 


nor any of his agents ever spoke’ 
directly to McGovern about his — 


aides’ stop-Carter activities. 

At the time he was dismissed, 
Baron said he asked McGovern 
“whether Carter had asked him 
to get rid of me, and McGovern 
said he’d ‘prefer not to say 


_whether he [Carter] had talked 


to him [McGovern] about: it.’ ” 
McGovern was unavailable for 
comment. 

Baron also maintains that Col- 
orado Senator Gary Hart, alleg- 
edly a Carter supporter, warned 
McGovern against Baron’s ac- 
tivities. McGovern’s office says 
that if such a conversation took 
place it was on a highly informal 
basis. Hart’s office explains that 
such a conversation would have 
been “passive,” with Hart not 
making any recommendations 
about McGovern’s staff. Hart’s 
press secretary, Kathy Bushkin, 
also said Hart is supporting no 
candidate until after the con- 
vention, which he does not even 
plan to attend. 

McGovern has had no com- 
munication from Carter or 


people close to Carter, insisted 
McGovern’s close friend and 
1972 treasurer. Henry Kimel- 


man, who is now Frank Church’s . 


deputy campaign chairman and 
finance director. “I spoke to Sen- 
ator McGovern today,” Kimel- 
man told the Phoenix last Wed- 
nesday, “‘and he told me he had 
not heard from Governor Carter 
or from any of his people. He had 
not discussed Baron’s activities 
with them. And you can quote 
me directly on that. And that’s a 
quote from Senator McGov- 
ern.” 
Kimelman did not deny that 
he himself had played an active 
role in the firing of Alan Baron — 
but his version has nothing to do 
with Baron’s stop-Carter activ- 
ities. “I spoke to McGovern 
about Baron’s activities. He 
knew my sentiments that a press 
secretary working for a Senator 
doesn’t get that deeply involved 
getting quoted. His job is to get 
his senator in the newspapers, 
not himself. And Senator Mc- 
Govern had warned Alan Baron 
on a number of occasions that 
some of Baron’s political activ- 
ities were causing McGovern 
some embarrassment.” Kimel- 
man conceded that. Baron had, 
in fact, been hired as a political 
adviser, not just as a press sec- 
retary. But what Kimelman said 
most upset him was his belief 
that Baron’s “first loyalty was 
not to Senator McGovern.” 
Informed by the Phoenix of 
Kimelman’s allegations, Baron 
said he was “willing to tell the 
whole story for the first time.” 
Kimelman, according to Baron, 
is privately supporting a ticket of 
Carter and Church. “Here in 
Ohio,” said Baron, who had just 
arrived in Cleveland from Wash- 
ington, 
Church trying to go in and di- 
vide the liberal vote so that Car- 


ter will win. They’re certainly © 


doing something to further a 
Carter-Church ticket when 
they’re helping to guarantee a 


“‘Kimelman has got. 


Carter victory in Ohio.” 

Kimelman calls the charge 
“absolutely not true.” The fact 
remains that if Udall and 
Church split the liberal vote, 
Carter may well sweep the Ohio 
primary because, unlike other 
primaries, delegates are awar- 
ded on a winner-take-all basis in 
the Congressional districts. (At 
breakfast the day before the 
Rhode Island primary, Church 
appeared to have modified his 
earlier unequivocal opposition to 
taking second spot on the ticket, 
saying that absolute statements 
are often unrealistic. (However, 
there is nothing to indicate that 
Church himself was involved in 
Kimelman’s pressure on Mc- 
Govern.) 

Baron’s charges against Kim- 
elman go further. “If you want to 
know the real problem with Mr. 
Kimelman, I'll just tell you what 
it is, and we’ll just let it out right 
here,” said Baron. “Mr. Kim- 
melman isn’t just the treasurer 
of Church’s campaign. He is the 
custodian of George McGov- 
ern’s mailing lits. He wanted the 
use of the list of several hundred 
thousand names [to raise money 
for Church], and he didn’t want 
to pay for the use of the mailing ..,,- 
list. Kimelman was asking Mc- 
Govern to commit a violation of 
the federal law which says you 
can’t contribute more than $1000 . 
to a candidate. These lists were 
sold to Bayh and to Udall on a 
per-name basis, but Kimelman 
wanted them given to Church; 
300,000 names are worth more 
than $1000 [at an estimated rate 
of $16-18 per thousand]. I stop- 
ped that from happening. And - 
that’s why Mr. Kimelman is up- 
set — because the Church cam- 
paign was required to pay for the , 


mailing list. The other reason is | cs 


that I was screwing up the Car- . 
ter-Church ticket. 

“And that’s why Kimelman 
wanted me fired. I was looking 
out for McGovern’s interest and

affected. “I know of no health is- 
sue that has been raised about 
the facility,” declares Cam- 
bridge’s Acting Commissioner of 
Public Health, Robert Healey. 
At the Biological Lahora- 
tories building, however, the 
possible health hazards of hav- 
ing microorganisms previously 
unknown to man escaping from 
the facility and possibly infect- 
ing its inhabitants are obvious. 
“If that facility is built, I'll prob- 
ably ask the Dean to accommo- 
date me somewhere else,” says 
Carroll Williams, Benjamin Bus- 
sey Professor of Biology, who 
now occupies an office in the 
basement of the building. “I 
think,” he adds, “others would 
ask to be moved too.” 
Ruth Hubbard, another bi- 
ology professor in the building — 
her office, in fact, is on the same 
floor as the proposed facility — is 
not convinced that simply mov- 
ing out will lessen the potential 
danger. “Picking myself up and 
leaving won't solve anything,” 
she says, emphasizing that any 
hazard of contagious infection 
extends far beyond the confines 
of the building. “The main thing 
is people going in and out,” she 
adds. 


“bridge?” says biology proféssor 


Daniel Branton, chairman of 
Harvard’s Committee on Bio- 
hazards, when asked about the 
safety of Cambridge’s residents. 


“There are people from all over | 


who come to Harvard every 
day,”’ says the chairman of the 
group appointed last year by 
Dean Rosovsky to certify the 
safety of the facility. “If an or- 
ganism escapes, we might as well 
be talking about the world.” 
* + * 

The story begins neither at 
Harvard nor in’ Cambridge but 
on the West Coast three years 
ago. Scientists there took a ma- 
jor step towards becoming gen- 
etic engineers by successfully 
hooking the genetic material 
(DNA) of one organism onto that 
of another. After reproducing, a 
new microorganism resulted 
which exhibited the characteris- 
tics of the specific genes joined 
together. At Stanford, for ex- 
ample, scientists attached the 
DNA of a frog cell with that of a 
variant of a common bacteria, E. 
coli, to produce a hybrid E. coli 
bacteria. 

It did not take long for scien- 
tists to realize what they had 
done. The recombinant DNA 
technique allowed scientists to 
isolate and identify the function 
of any gene by transplanting 
them. Of even greater signifi- 
cance was the turning point this 
technique marked in the study of 
genes. Scientists could now move 


‘from. the “investigation of these 


basic units of heredity to con; 
trolling them. In this technique 
lay the dreams of genetic engin- 
eering. 

In July, 1974, a small number 
of influential biologists involved 
in this research, including No- 
bel Prize-winner David Balti- 
more of MIT and Stanford pion- 
eer researcher Paul Berg, called 
for a moratorium on some re- 
combinant DNA experiments 
until the risks could be assessed 
and safety guidelines drawn up. 
In February, 1975, about 140 
molecular biologists from all 
over the world met at Asilomar, 
a conference center on Califor- 
nia’s Monterey peninsual. Out of 
this four-day meeting came a 
ban on certain experiments, and 
a set of general safety guidelines 
adopted by scientists for recom- 
binant DNA research for the 
rest. It was then left to each 
country the job of drawing up 
safety regulations and the means 
to enforce them. 


NIH Guidelines 

Soon after, the federal Na- 
tional Institutes of Health ap- 
pointed a committee to draw up 
guidelines to govern public re- 
combinant DNA research in the 
United States. Since the NIH 
funds or conducts much of this 
country’s medical research, the 
government agency was the nat- 
ural choice to attempt to reg- 


ulate recombinant DNA proce- 
dures. 

The task of drafting accept- 
able guidelines was not as easy 
as was perhaps first perceived. In 
July, 1975, the first draft issued 
by the advisory committee on re- 
combinant DNA, composed of 
many of the same scientists en- 
gaged in this research them- 
selves, ignited a blaze of protest 
from scientists, mainly because 
of its alleged laxity. The com- 
mittee returned to its delibera- 
tions and issued a second ver- 
sion in December of 1975. This 
draft was the subject of a hear- 
ing in Washington last Febru- 
ary, when. for the first time the 
public was invited to debate the 
proposed guidelines before a 
NIH committee that included 
non-scientists. The long-await- 
ed.and now-controversial guide- 
lines — some scientists say they 
are too strict, others say not 
nearly strict enough — are ex- 
pected to be approved officially 
by the NIH director this month. 

* * 

What are the potential dan- 
gers of recombinant DNA re- 
search ? 

No one knows.what a recom- 
binant DNA microorganism will 
do — how it will affect man, how 
it will affect the environment. 

The type of hazard that re- 
combinant DNA research poses 
is thus different from any other 
type — different, in fact, from 
any hazard previously known to 


mankind. If General Motors 
manufactures a defective steer- 
ing column, the company can re- 
call the automobiles. If the Food 
and Drug Administration dis- 
covers that a drug has harmful 
side effects, the agency can ban 
it from the marketplace. If a vial 
of cancer virus spills in a labora- 
tory, scientists can scrub it up. 
And if one is working with a 
known carcinogenic like the 
chemical polyvinylchloride 
(PVC) or asbestos, one knows 
not to ingest it because it may 
cause cancer. 


But how do you defend your- 
self against a microorganism 
which has never existed before, 
whose effects are completely un- 
known, which cannot be seen, 
which reproduces itself, and 
which scientists may not even 
know has escaped? 


“This is a biohazard,” ex- 


plains Harvard biologist Ruth 


Hubbard. “It’s not enough to” 
stop doing the experiments. 
Once it’s out, it’s impossible to 
shut off. It’s worse than radia- 
tion danger.” 

Proponents of recombinant 
DNA research argue that since 
nothing they are working with is 
known to be harmful, no harm 
can result from their experi- 


ments. “It’s a°misconception to 


think these experiments are dan- 
gerous,”’ says biologist Mark 
Ptashne. “It’s a fact. Nothing 
that: is known to be dangerous to 
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man will be used in that facil- 
ity.” 

Critics, however, do not see 
the danger of recombinant DNA 
; experiments arising from known 

substances, but from the un- 
knowns in the recombinant pro- 
cess itself. “Every experiment in 
recombinant DNA,”’’ asserts 
Harvard Medical School micro- 
biologist Richard Goldstein, ‘‘is 
an entirely new hypothesis.-Each 
time you conduct an experi- 
ment, you are dealing with a new 
set of variables. I'd rather be 
working with diphtheria or 
smallpox,”’ said Goldstein, a 
member of the Boston area Re- 
combinant DNA Group, critics 
of the research, “diseases that I 
know.” 

Noted critic Robert Sin- 
sheimer, chairman of the biol- 
ogy department at California In- 
stitute of Technology, argues 
that gene implantation experi- 
ments transgress barriers erec- 
ted by nature to prevent the pas- 

7 age of genetic information be- 
ct tween higher and lower organ- 
f isms. Millions of years of evolu- 
tion, he says, may be violated if 
scientists recombine the DNA of 
a lower organism such as E. coli, 
a normally harmless bacteria, 
with that of a higher organism 
such as a fly or man. More im- 
portant, recombinant experi- 
ments may transform bacteria 
normally not hazardous to life, 
such as E. coli, into highly in- 
fectious agents by conferring new 


properties onto the bacteria or 
transform the bacteria into a 
new and perhaps deadly strain. 


The Hazards 

The scenarios drawn by crit- 
ics are based on the unknown 
but possible factors in DNA re- 
combination. Here are several 
that have been suggested: 

— Ascientist introduces DNA 
fragments from a toad onto an E. 
coli host bacteria. Some unex- 
pressed genes other than the 
ones intended confer to the bac- 
teria a disease not previously 


known to man, 4 disease that can 
be communicated but not treat- 
ed. 

— A recombinant used in can- 
cer research, composed of bac- 
teria and tumor-causing vir- 
uses, escapes into the general 
population. The ‘microorganism 
either transfers its malignant 
properties to other microorgan- 
isms or causes malignancies it- 
self. Years pass before it is dis- 
covered that: an accident had 
happened in the laboratory, and 
that the slight rise in the cancer 
rate may be attributable to it. 


— A laboratory worker in- 
gests E. coli that has been re- 
combined with the DNA of a fly. 
The unexpected occurs and the 
mutant E. coli survives not in 
the human intestine, where it is 
ordinarily found, but in the 
lungs. Feeling ill, the worker goes 
home to bed and after several 
days, feeling better, returns to 
work. The new infectious agent, 
however, has already been 
passed into the general popula- 
tion. No one discovers that the 
new, say, “48-hour flu” is the 
consequence of a new microor-

ganism that “escaped” from a 
laboratory. 

— A recombinant microor- 
ganism designed to manufac- 
ture insulin for medical uses is 
accidentally flushed into the wa- 
ter supply near university where 
the experiment was conducted. 
Cows and other livestock drink 
from the water supply and in- 
gest this insulin-producing mi- 
croorganism. The recombinant 
microorganism and the insulin it 
produces upset the health of the 
cows and weaken them so that 
they become vulnerable to dis- 
eases. The diseases are easily 
diagnosed and treated, but the 
effect of the recombinant is nev- 
er found out. 

Proponents argue that these 
scenarios and others like them 
are imaginative but extremely 
unlikely. The mutant microor- 
ganism, they contend, simply 
will be unable to compete suc- 
cessfully against the occupants 
of whatever environment in 
which they find themselves. 

“Let’s say, for the sake of ar- 
gument,’’ says Dr. Charles 
Thomas Jr., a Harvard Medical 
School biologist and a member of 
the NIH committee drafting the 
guidelines for the research, “that 
one of these microorganisms gets 
into the water supply. Well, first, 
it has to survive in that environ- 
ment and then in the human 
gut.”” Thomas picks up his cal- 
culator and does some quick

The central point in the re- 
combinant debate is perhaps 
most easily located by the con- 
cern over use of E. coli as the 
host organism for most of these 
experiments. What disturbs. 
many, even some in favor of the 
research, is that’ E. coli is prac- 
tically universal, found among 
all life forms, including man. E. 
coli’s affinity to humans — some 
strains inhabit the intestine and 
aid digestive processes — makes 
these experiments that much 
more hazardous to people, argue 
critics. Defenders counter that it 
is, in fact, E. coli’s prevalence 
among living things and the 
wealth of information that scien- 
tists have accumulated about it 
that make E. coli an ideal or- 
ganism to use as a host for gene 
implantation. 


In the midst of such contro- 
versies and uncertainties about

recombinants, the NIH has un- 
dertaken the. perhaps impos- 
sible task of assigning different 
safety levels for experiments (P1, 
P2, P3, P4). Only the two high- 
est levels, P3 and P4, provide for 


“containment” of experiments. 


P1 is standard laboratory proce- 
dures; P2 requires a few more 
prohibitions such as no mouth 
pipetting (sucking substances 
into a tube) and limited access to 
the lab. 

For experiments involving the 
genes of humans, for example, 
the NIH has recommended that 
a maximum safety level con- 
tainment facility similar to those 
required in .bacteriological war- 
fare research laboratories be 
used, These P4 facilities are iso- 
lated laboratories, completely 
sealed from the outside by air- 
locks, using negative flow sys- 
tems to prevent lab air from get- 
ting out, refreshing the air reg- 
ularly within the lab, using spe- 
cial biological safety cabinets for 


the storage of materials, shower 
rooms for clothing changes, and 
a system for sterilizing wastes. 

Less hazardous experiments, 
involving for example genes of 
mammals other than man, will 
require a “moderate” contain- 
ment facility (P3) such as the 
one proposed for Harvard's Biol- 
ogical Laboratories building. 
Such a facility requires a nega- 
tive air flow system, the wearing 
of gloves by workers, safety cab- 
inets for transferring materials, 
waste packaging and steriliza- 
tion before disposal, and the lab

The ants in the Biological 
Laboratories that Miller speaks 
of are legendary.

The Safest Location? 
Is the Biological Lab buil- 
ding, in which several hundred 
people work, the safest possible

The Biohazards Committee, 
chaired by biology professor Dr. 
Daniel Branton, was specially 
appointed last fall to certify the 
safety of the proposed facility. It 
is responsible for design, main- 
tenance, permission for the types 
of experiments carried out and 
laboratory procedures. The one 
issue that the committee will not 
address, however, is whether the 
Biological Laboratories building 
is the best location for it. 


ready accepted, in principle, the 
building as suitable for the in- 
stallation. “Our affirmation does 
not imply we consider the fourth 
floor of the Biological Labora- 
tories the best or safest location 
for the laboratory,” Branton 
wrote on May 3 to Dean Henry 


Rosovsky. “Nor have we [the 
Biohazards Committee] addres- 
sed the question of whether there 
should be a P3 facility in the 
Biological Laboratories.” 

Why not? 

“My committee is not consti- 
tuted to ask this question,” con- 
tinues Branton’s letter, “‘al- 
though there is a strong feeling 
on the part of many inhabitants 
of the building that they do not 
wish to risk working in the same 
building as the containment fa- 
cility.” 

You might get the impression 
from Branton’s letter that his 
committee does not share the

Not so. 

“Clearly,” the Branton letter 
goes on, “a facility free of in- 
sects arid not subject to floods 
would be safer than one in which 
the risks must be contemplated. 
But, although there may be grea- 
ter safety in having the contain- 
ment laboratory in a different 
building, we have not evaluated 
the merits of another location 
because no other specific loca- 
tion has been proposed.”

No one disputes the conten- 
tion that if recombinant DNA 
experiments are potential haz- 
ards, they are hazardous not on- 
ly to people within the walls of 
Harvard University but to those 
outside as well. The NIH, fully

No mention of the public 
was made. 

In May, 1975, the safety issue 
was taken up again, this time in 
a formal application to NIH fora 
larger and more expensive facil- 
ity which now included an area 
for recombinant DNA research. 
A biological safety committee, 
which included Mark Ptashne 
and two colleagues, was formed 
to answer such questions. Again, 
no mention of the public. 


In September, 1975, after the 


“further, the safety issue was 
raised again. The university’s 
Committee on Biology and 
Chemistry (COBB) and its Cel- 
lular and Developmental Biol- 
ogy (CDB) sub-group both ap- 
proved the concept of a P3 facil- 
ity, contingent upon safety cer- 
tification by the newly-created 
Biohazards Committee. Still no

Does the Biohazard Commit- 
tee now finally take up the un- 
addressed issue of the public’s 
safety? 


The Hazard Level 

“T find it difficult,” explained 
Branton in a Phoenix interview, 
“to impose a level of hazard on 
society. Somebody else has to 
decide that question. A more 
representative group has to be 
formed. The public must decide 
what level of hazard they find 
acceptable.” 

On April 14 the university held 
a private meeting for the staff of 
the Biological Laboratories buil- 
ding, scientist and non-scien- 
tist, to inform them of the facil- 
ity and the hazards it may en- 
gender. The safety issue was 
brought up at this six-hour meet- 
ing, which produced some unex- 
pected and vehement opposi- 
tion to recombinant research and 
the placement of the facility in 
the Biological Laboratories buil-

the “public” who work at Har- 
vard was evident — so evident, 
in fact, that on May 25, the non- 
scientist staff in the Biological 
Laboratories Building peti- 
tioned Dean Rosovsky to ap- 
point one of their own to the 
Branton Biohazard Committee.

It’s as if Jack Johnson had risen from 
the grave just to show Muhammad Ali 
who’s still boss. Slugging it out toe-to-toe 
each Saturday evening after God-fearing 
people have called it a day are Your Show 
of Shows and Saturday Night, the old 
champ versus the brash young conten- 
der. It’s an apt match, inasmuch as even 
the New York Times, airily dismissing 26 
years of television, Ernie Kovacs, Steve 
Allen, Mary Tyler Moore and All in the 
Family, has gone so far as to call the up- 
start ‘‘the most encouraging thing to hap- 
pen in American TV comedy since Your 
Show of Shows.” Sid Caesar’s comedy has 
aged very little in those 26 years, how- 
ever, and, on close inspection, Saturday 
Night isn’t quite so novel as it claims.

day Night producer Lorne Michaels was a 
writer. Chevy Chase’s bizarre news bits 
don't differ except in vulgarity from the 
items broadcast “from beautiful down- 
town Burbank.” And the running joke of 
his pratfalls functions precisely like Judy 
Carne’s yelling “Sock it to me!” and be- 
ing doused each week with water. The 
pacing of the show, too, often mimics 
Laugh-In’s. 

Yet the Saturday Night crew and its de- 
votees seem convinced, as tyros often are, 
of the show’s utter originality, a convic- 
tion-that stems in part from ignorance of 
the sort betrayed by one of the show’s 
writers when she dismissed Mary Tyler 
Moore as being about “‘a grown-up lady 
waiting for Mr. Right to come along.” The

as the critters behind the bars. 
The night jailer, lonely and lewd, 
rapes Dinah in a scene that, if 
not as terrifying as its counter- 
part in Lipstick, is equally strik- 
ing for the pathos of its villain as 
well as its victim. It is as if the 
sobbing jailer and the wretched 
city girl writhing beneath him 
are both unwilling participants 

in some fearful midnight plague 
of barbarism. With everyone in 

the movie caught in this St. 

Vitus Dance, Dinah’s murder of 
the jailer seems inevitable. And 

when the bestial lug in the cell 

next door grabs the keys and our 

heroine to make his escape, we 

feel certain that her tribulations 

have only started. But Coley, the 

outlaw, is as girl-shy as he is 

trigger-happy, and in his ham- 

fisted care, Dinah is safe for the 

first time. 

This stark scenario borrows 
heavily from the Joan Little and 
Inez Garcia cases, but it is Patty 
Hearst who provides compari-. 
son with the film’s most intrigu- 
ing aspects: on the lam with 
Coley, the proper lady executive 
resurfaces as a willing outlaw. 
There is much here that is worth 
exploring, and Yvette Mimieux, 
looking prim and surprisingly 
spinsterish as Dinah, and 


Tommy Lee Jones, beautifully 
understated as Coley, do their 
best to bring it out. Bruce Lo- 
gan’s cinematography is deft and 
tasty; his hand-held final chase 
sequence daubs the screen with. 
hectic paintbrush-like strokes. 
And even though an obviously 
piddling budget has lent the film 
a cheap, muddy look (the sound- 
track is awful), director Michael 
Miller's fine eye for detail shows 
through; he finds detective 
magazines in the thieves’ ram- 
shackle hideout, and holy. trin- 
kets in a horny bartender’s 
kitchen. Meanwhile, the freak- 
ish traits exhibited by all his 
characters — from the unctuous 


County Jail: Why don’t we do it in the 


LA sanitary napkin manufact- 
urer to the languid dyke in the 
robbers’ den — add the appro- 
priate soupcon of the baroque to 
his stark ambiance. Much about 
Jackson County Jail is sloppy or 
ill-considered and too much rem- 
iniscent of far .worse violence- 
fests (like Last House on the 
Left). But I will look forward to 
Miller's next picture with inter- 
est.

There is an oft-told and pos- 
_ sibly apogryphal story that while 
William Faulkner was writing 
the scenario for Howard Hawks’s 
- The Big Sleep (1946), Hawks 
asked Faulkner to explain to him 
who had actually killed the boot- 
legger whose disappearance in- 
spired the entire plot. Stumped, 
Faulkner called Raymond 
Chandler, The Big Sleep’s 
author. Chandler cavalierly con- 
fessed that he had never worked 
out that little detail. “You do 
it,” he chuckled and hung up. 
Five years later, Chandler 
found himself in Faulkner’s 
shoes, trying to inject some veri- 
similitude into his scenario of Al- 
fred Hitchcock’s Strangers on a 
Train (1951). ““The more real you 
make Guy and Bruno, the more 
unreal you make their relation- 
ship,”” Chandler moaned. Hitch- 
cock was unimpressed by 
Chandler’s difficulties and their 
relationship became a tad acri- 
monious. One day, when Hitch- 
cock drove over to Chandler’s 
home for a script session, Chand- 
ler watched the corpulent direc- 
tor struggle out of his limo. 
“Look at that fat bastard trying 
to get our of his car,” Chandler 
; was heard to sneer. 
% Ultimately, Hitchcock gave up 
; on Chandler and handed his. 
script to Czenzi Ormonde. 
Ormonde and Chandler shared 
credit for the screenplay, but 
Chandler eventually allowed, “It 
is obvious to me now, and must 
have been obvious to many 
people long since, that a Hitch- 
cock picture has to be all Hitch- 
cock.” Later he wrote, ‘“Hitch- 
cock is a rather special kind of 
director. He is always ready to 
sacrifice dramatic~logic (insofar 
as it exists) for the sake of a 
camera effect or a mood effect.” 
N. Well, Chandler almost got it 
right. What Hitchcock is always 
willing to sacrifice is literary 
logic, and not just for effects but 
for the formal, structural logic of 
the cinema’s grammer. 
There is no logical reason for 
Melanie Daniels to go up to the 
attic in The Birds (1963), but the

Hitchcock pans up to the birds 
circling over San Francisco. 
There's no compelling reason for 
Cary Grant to find himself alone 
in a cornfield in North by North- 
west (1959), but his isolation in 
crowds has to be counterbal- 
anced by isolation in space. I 
could go on with such examples, 
but the easiest way to appreci- 
ate Hitchcock’s devotion to cine- 
matic structuralism is to catch 
Strangers on a Train, playing 
June 9-12 at the Orson Welles 
and June 18-19 at the Kenmore. 

Strangers on a Train is Hitch- 
cock’s most consciously dia- 
gramed movie. It is a celebra- 
tion of the crosscut (an editing 
technique that juxtaposes ac- 
tions occurring simultaneously 
in separate locations), and this 
purely cinematic obsession baf- 
fled Chandler: “The picture has 
no guts, no plausibility, no char- 
acters and no dialogue. But, of 
course, it’s Hitchcock and a 
Hitchcock picture always does 
have something. I don’t know 
why it’s a success.” But then, 
Chandler could be pretty my- 
opic when it came to movies; he 
wanted Cary Grant to play Phil- 
ip Marlowe, a lunatic miscas- 
ting that fortunately never came 
to fruition.) 

do my murder and do 
yours,”’ suggests Bruno, the 
suave psychopath, to Guy, the 
upright and politically ambi- 
tious tennis player. ““You know, 
Guy, criss-cross.’’ Criss-cross (or 
crosscut) is the key to Strangers 
on a Train, and the film opens 
with two pairs of shoes ap- 
proaching a train from opposite 
directions. Hitch crosscuts_be- 
tween the shoes until they bump 
into each other beneath a table 
in the train’s bar car. Then we 
see whom the shoes belong to: 
Bruno (Robert Walker) and Guy 
(Farley Granger). 

Guy and Bruno meet coming 
from different directions; they 
have different lives and. back- 
grounds, but .. . criss-cross . . 
they become enmeshed in a

nightmare of madness, murder 
and guilt. No matter how sep- 
arate they seem, they share a 
guilty secret that compromises 
each of them. It is an old fable 
that every man must meet his 
doppelganger, his evil half, and 
conquer him. However stren- 


.uously Guy tries to deny Bru- 


no's existence, their paths keep 
crossing. 

The film is filled with phys- 
ical manifestations of the criss- 
cross: train tracks cross; Guy’s 
cigarette lighter is decorated 
with a pair of crossed tennis 
rackets; when Guy, after a vio- 
lent argument with his wife, 
threatens to strangle her, Hitch- 
cock cuts to Bruno’s hands. The 
film’s tour de force is, of course, 
the famous tennis match. Hitch- 
cock crosscuts between Guy, des- 
perately trying to end the match, 
trapped by the languid tempo of 
the game, and Bruno, just as 
desperately trying to recover 
from a sewer the lighter with 
which he plans to frame Guy for 
his wife's murder. The cross- 
cutting places their struggles on 
an equal level. The audience is 
forced to root for both antag- 
onists: Guy because he repre- 
sents order and good; Bruno be- 
cayse he is so engagingly insane, 
so pathetically lost, The cross- 
cutting continues as Guy and 
Bruno speed to their final, fatal 
rendezvous aboard a merry-go- 
round that has stri its gears

and spins wildly, wooden horses 
rearing and bucking in mech- 
anical madness. 

The problem of psychological 
plausibility that Chandler per- 
ceived in Strangers on a Train 
simply does not occur to the 
viewer because of the power of 
Hitchcock’s montage. Bruno and 
Guy are tied together by the cuts 
and shots, and the audience ac- 
cepts the connections. The late 
Pier Paolo Pasolini once said 
that the .cinema is not meta- 
phoric but metonymic. By this 
he meant that the connections 
one makes in literature through 
metaphors (1.e., A is like B) do 
not apply to the filmed image. 
“The cinema represents reality 
with reality,’ Pasolini said. 
“Reality doesn’t need meta- 
phors to express itself.” We ac- 
cept the image as fact because 
we believe what we see. This is 
the secret to a filmmaker’s pow- 
er. In Strangers: on Train, 
Hitchcock is at the height of his 
powers.

Robert Walker’s Bruno’is an 
elegant portrayal of deadly lu- 
nacy. His twisted sincerity (“But 
I like you, Guy”) is both sweet 
and appalling. Well-bred, con- 
vivial and witty, he is accept- 
able, nay, welcomed in any so- 
cial milieu. Next to him, Farley 
Granger’s Guy seems cloddish 
and dour. This is one of Stran- 
gers on a Train’s few failings: 


good is weakly represented. A far 
more sophisticated match of 
madness and threatened sanity 
is achieved in Noel Black’s Pret- 
ty Poison (1968), screening at the 

_ Orson Welles on a double bill 
with Psycho, June 6-8. 

Pretty Poison had a lot of 
trouble attracting an audience 
when it opened because, despite 
its dark and :violent theme, its 
style was too quirky for the grind 
pours and its stars — Tuesday 

eld and Anthony Perkins — 
were too declasse for the art 
houses. Snobbery denied Pretty 

. Poison the attention a terrific, 
complex and exciting movie de- 
serves. 

Anthony Perkins, everybody’s 
favorite neurotic, plays a gentle, 
paranoid arsonist who burned 
down his aunt’s house when_ he 
was 15. His aunt was inside at 
the time. Paroled after 10 years, 
he arrives in a small Massachu- 
setts town and takes a job in a 
chemical factory. He spots Tues- 
day Weld, a high school cheer- 
leader, and seduces her by pre- 
tending to be a CIA agent out to 
stop the factory from introduc- - 
ing psychic poisons into the 
state’s water supply. (In fact, the 
factory is polluting the water 
supply, and this introduces an 
ambiguous note of truth into 
Perkins’s fantasy.) Perkins is 
just fine in the role, but Weld is 
super. Cute as a button, seduc- 
tive as an ice-cream cone on a 
hot day, and mad as a hatter, 
Weld incarnates William Carlos 
Williams’s famous epigram: 
“The pure products of America 
go crazy.”’ Weld’s enthusiasm for 
Perkins’s phony persona turns 
his rather harmless fantasy into 
a terrifying reality that, para- 
doxically, makes a man out of 
him. Her cold, pragmatic and 
quintessentially American ap- 
proach to murder and mayhem 
forces him to assume respon- 
sibility for his actions. His pa- 
role officer warns him in the 
film’s opening sequence that 
“there’s no room for fantasy out 
there.’ He neglects to warn him 
that this is because out there, 
they act them out. 

Noel Black’s direction is re- 
freshingly direct and unaffec- 
ted, and there is not a single shot 
in the movie that does not make 
a point or advance the narra- 
tive. Pretty Poison is a film 
which should not be missed this 


time around.

Anne West is a Chicago-born 
Bennington grad who for five 
years has worked with Bel- 
gium’s ultra-experimental Thea- 
tre Laboratoire Vicinal, most of 
whose original theaterpieces 
have been built around large, ar- 
resting properties (for example: 
an industrial spool) alleged to of- 
fer the actor more “resistance” 
than an audience does. West’s 
fluid, almost maniacal inter- 
action with seven polyester eggs 
and tubes by Belgian sculptor 
Olivier Strebelle is the corner- 
stone of J, created improvisa- 
tionally by the actress and then 
construed by ‘‘animator’’ 
Frederic Baal as “sense rear- 
ranged”’ but not translatable, for 
the most part, into English. One 
nation’s onomatopoeia is 
another’s gobbledygook. 

According to the actress, there 
is no literal key to J; therefore 
those of us who do not speak 
French can console ourselves 
that we wouldn’t have under- 
stood it anyway. The Vicinal, 
West explained at a post-mor- 
tem discussion at the BCA last 
weekend, is “against ideas,” con- 
sidering fixed principles of any 
kind conducive to fascism. 
Nonetheless, / is intriguing in its 

-feisty treatment — perhaps 
denial altogether — of the con- 
cept of: aloneness. The piece 
might, in fact, be more aptly en- 
titled J And They, as the 
Strebelle’s sturdy, 
loomingly sexual carapaces 
(actually, these look like peanut 
shells) and cylinders, exist not 
“only as set pieces but’ as pre- 
sences, even characters. If, on 
the one hand, they are to be re- 
garded as possible aspects of the 
actress, so is she, in her.lumpy, 


hooded culotte-habit, a com- 


ponent of the sculpture. 

Her initial struggle, in fact, is 
to “come out,” to become an 
entity apart from the prone poly- 
ester colossus in which she is en- 
tirely encased at the outset of the 
play. Perhaps because West’s 
indignation at the birth trauma 
is so frantic, so absolute, her 
formidable egress from the clat- 

“tering egg is both astonishing 
and darkly humorous. Once she 
is out, bouncing and squawking, 
it is difficult to believe that the 
actress was ever contained! She 
capers, bellows and _ confides, 
punctuating Baal’s Gallic word- 
plays with incongruous ejacula- 
tions like ““Okay, cowboy” and a 
snuffling, spasmodic giggle. She 
explores and challenges her in- 
animate cohorts, merging with 
them, hiding in them, forming 
shapes both suggestive and gro- 
tesque. She speaks enig- 
matically of family, lovers, ene- 
mies — all of them embodied in 
Strebelle’s squat horns and 
shells. 

Bowing to what she deems the 
uniquely American inability to 
deal with foreign languages, 
West translated snippets of J 
into English which lent the piece 
an lIonesco-like quality. In the 
midst of a sort of combat ritual 
in which she created from Stre- 
belle’s changeable forms war- 
ring “monsters” only to destroy 
them with the velocity and force 
of a human wrecking ball, West 
suddenly screeched plaintively 
that ‘‘old soldiers don’t die; they 
just fade away.” In context (ap- 
parently the entire sequence is 
composed of free-associated 
cliches from war literature), the 
quote is doubtless appropriate, 
but introduced suddenly into a 
rush of melodic gibberish, this 
seemed as crazy as the actress’s 
sudden stern query of one of her 


creatures:+ “Does your mother 
know you're out?” The English 
portion of the script (West trans- 
lated sporadically when she 
didn’t feel it would mar cadence 
or the play of particular sounds) 
included an elaborate play on 
the word ‘‘behaving’’ (‘‘be- 
ing/having’’) which may be 
indicative of what the rest of the 
text is like. 

West has obviously had con- 
siderable dance training and is 
sufficiently strong to toss Stre- 
belle’s 30-lb. pieces around as if 


they were foam, As dance, the _ 


piece is reminiscent in concept if 
not in mood of Patricia Rohm’s 
gentler, ‘more geometrie work 
with sculpture. Visually’ in- 
triguing, fragmented, .delight- 
fully crazy, J nonetheless defies 
linear description. One critic 
prodded the actress for an 
explanation of a sequence in 
which she appeared to dance free

of Strebelle’s playground/bat- 
tleground, tracing tiny circles 
with an index finger in the air. 
He thought the scene had some- 
thing to do with dialing a tele- 
phone in the throes of romantic 
ardor but was informed, “It’s 
just a little dance I do; and then I 
teach my finger to do it.”

While Don’t Bother Me, I 
Can't Cope tours the provinces, 
its creators, Micki Grant and 


Vinnette Carroll, are garnering 
plaudits all over New York for 
their new entertainment, I’m 
Laughin’ But I Ain’t Tickled. 
Laughin’ sounds as if it may be 
an updated follow-up, and in- 
deed Don’t Bother needs and de- 
serves one. As enjoyable an even- 
ing of music and dancing as it is, 
it is very old hat, and it’s hard to 
imagine that it wasn’t a bit 
creaky even five years ago. Songs 
like ‘Harlem Street,” with its 
catchline that tenement life 
“may be quaint to you but it’s a 
headache to me,” or “So Long 
Sammy,” with its mawkish, sub- 
Superfly evocation of a junky’s 
funeral, today have all the im- 
pact of Sanford and Son. 

Its ‘60s-style polemic aside, 
Don’t Bother has a great deal 
going for it. Constructed as a 
series of songs and dances, it 
brims at its best with con- 
tagious good spirit (in the title

song and “Time Brings About a 
Change’’) and is, at its worst, 
rather banal (“‘Questions,” 
Name Is Man’’). The first act, 
with its ironic little forays into 
the vicissitudes of black: life, is 
the more interesting musically 
and lyrically, but the second act, 
with its elegiac atmosphere that 
billows into the long, fervent gos- 
pel section, is the more rousing. 
“Good Vibrations,” a paean to 
Southern Baptist spirit, is full of 
tambourine-splashing, old-time- 
religious’ magic: here, at the 
show’s climax, Don’t Bother’s 
sheer positivity is more than in- 
fectious — it’s unstoppable. 

But for all its energy, Don’t 
Bother is also as manipulative a 
piece of theater as I’ve seen in 
some time. The performers milk 
their honor-bright, lapsed-liber- 
al audience for all it’s worth, en- 
joining the gussied-up masses to 
stand up, hold hands, clap and 
all but holy-roll in the aisles in a 
show of brotherly. gimmickry. 

The performers at the Charles 
are fine: Edmond Wesley, an 
extraordinary dancer, Alberta 
Bradford, Charlaine Woodard 
and Bobby Hill stand out. At 
this writing, the choreography, 
much of it lovely, has not yet 
jelled, nor is the band really 
tight. But the voices blend well 
(despite the need for a stronger 
soprano section), and Micki 
Grant’s tunes are pleasant, at 
times memorable if never ori- 
ginal. Nevertheless, I longed for 
more of a beat, a kicking bass 
drum, something funky. 


Slap and tickle

You wouldn’t accept a Papal 
Bull from anywhere but the Vat- 
ican, right? And for prime-qual- 
ity reindeer meat you'd go to a 
Lapp, right? 

Really, that’s how the D’Oyly 
Carte Opera Company stands in 
relation to the imperishable 
operettas of Gilbert and Sul- 
livan. They’re the source, the ar- 
biter. 

So both the reverent and those 
simply in search of a good time 
will need no urging from me to be 
on hand at the Colonial Theatre 
as the touring D’Oyly Carte com- 
pany bodies forth The Pirates of 
Penzance (June 7-12) and 
H.M.S. Pinafore (June 14-19). 

A nicer time couldn’t be had in 
any time capsule. Watching The 
Mikado, especially in a fusty old 
jewel box like the Colonial, was 
like stepping back into 1885, and 
absolutely nothing suggested 
Akiro Kurosawa. It was all as 
splendidly English, and silly, as 
ever. 

Also in the great tradition was 
the caliber of the singing, which 
was, at best, competent. Sheer 
style, as manifested in declama- 
tory pizzazz, hair-trigger comic 
timing and the ensemble, com- 
pensated for a great deal, at least 
most of the time. As Ko-Ko, 
Lord High Executioner of Ti- 
tipu, John Reed (who has been 
with D’Oyly Carte for a quarter- 
century) was a physical oxy- 
moron. Out of a prim, compact 
little person emerged a satisfy- 
ingly gravelly voice. He made a 
wonderfully doleful thing of ‘Tit 
Willow,” and his rapid, clear 
enunciation got everything ac- 
ross in “I’ve Got a Little List.” 
And as a licensed scene-stealer, 
he was busy-busy just this side of 
hyperkinesis and total collapse. 
Julia Goss, as Yum-Yum, was 
very sweet in her addled way;

After Elvis Presley, Buddy 
Holly was the greatest white rock 
‘n’ roller of the music’s “Clas- 
sic” period: 1955-’59. While he 
did not possess Elvis’s dark, sul- 
len good looks or his gyrating im- 
pact on a crowd, the bespec- 
tacled, tousled-haired Holly, 
who perished when the private 
plane that was carrying him, 
Ritchie Valens and J.P. “The 
Big Bopper”’ Richardson to their 
next tour engagement crashed in 
a snow-covered Iowa field, was 
certainly the most musically 
gifted of the first wave of rock ’n’ 
roll stars. When the singer-guit- 
arist-composer died at the age of 
22, he was already a towering fig- 
ure whose songs, by turns tough- 
minded, hopeful or tender, inno- 
vatively embraced C&W, R&B, 
bluegrass, rockabilly, Western 
swing and pop ballads. 

In 1962, three years after 
Holly’s death, an 11-year old boy 
in Worcester named John Gold- 
rosen experienced the kind of 
epiphany that only rock ’n’ roll 
can trigger when he heard “Oh 
Boy!” by Buddy Holly and the 
Crickets as a “golden oldie’”’ on 
the radio. Devastated by the 
raw, stinging guitar sound and 
unrelenting beat, the youth im- 
mersed himself in Holly’s stylis- 
tically variegated music, in “the 
shy Texan’s’” own records and 
English Invasion cover versions 
by the Beatles, the Stones, Her- 
man’s Hermits and Peter and 
Gordon. 

Much to his dismay, Gold- 
rosen could find almost nothing 


in print about the artist whose 
sincerity and vulnerability had 
moved him so deeply. After 
graduating from Harvard with a 
degree in history in 1971, he de- 
cided to try and fill in the spaces 
of Buddy Holly’s short but pro- 
ductive life. With no advance 
from a publisher to finance his 


project, which took the better © 


part of two years, he set off on a 
20,000-mile series of trips around 
the country to collect materials 
for a biography. The result is 
Buddy Holly: His Life and Mu- 
sic (Bowling Green University 
Popular Press; 243 pp; $9.95 
hardcover,. $3.95 paper), an ex- 
haustively researched book that, 
in the author’s description, “syn- 
thesizes the evidence from a his- 
torian’s standpoint.” 

The life of Charles Hardin 
“Buddy” Holly (born in 1936 to a 
lower-middle-class family of 
fundamentalist Baptists in Lub- 
bock, Texas) was not particul- 
arly colorful or tempestuous. He 
was not given to womanizing on 
the road, excessive drinking or 
bouts with drugs. Because of his 
modest appearance, Holly was 
known as “the shy Texan” but, 
as portrayed by Goldrosen, he 
was often brash and egotistical. 
Above all else, he was deter- 
mined to make good. His first re- 
cordings in Nashville, for Dec- 
ca, flopped (Paul Cohen, the A & 
R man on the sessions, later 
termed Holly “the biggest no- 
talent I have ever worked with”’) 
but, rather than return to Lub- 
bock discouraged, he contacted 
independent producer Norman

Petty, at whose studio in Clovis, 
New Mexico, Holly cut his most 
vital sides. 

“That'll Be The Day,” his first 
hit from 1957 (the title was taken 
from a line dourly repeated by 
John Wayne in John Ford’s 1956 
epic Western, The Searchers), 
and “Peggy Sue’” each sold in 
the neighborhood of five million 
copies. There was the character- 
istic catch in his voice, the “hic- 
cough” that could transform the 
word “well” into a six-syllable 
phrase. He was the first white 
rock ’n’ roll luminary to wear 
glasses on stage, which may have 
been one reason why his male 
fans far outnumbered his fe- 
male followers. Holly was prob- 
ably the first rocker to utilize vo- 
cal and instrumental overdubs, 
and. he recorded both with his 
group (the Crickets can lay claim 
to having been the first “power 
trio’) and as a solo artist doing 
softer, moré melodic tunes. 

Holly also sought to fuse the 
various musical forms his style 
comprised. In 1958 he produced 
a curious single by a West Texas 
C & W disc jockey named Way- 
lon Jennings. The A-side was 
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“Jole Blon,” a Cajun classic, and 


> accompanying Jennings on ten- 


or saxophone was King Curtis 
(!), who had become friends with 
Holly when they had appeared 
together on an Alan Freed ex- 
travaganza. Goldrosen extrapo- 
lates that had Holly lived, his 
music might have prefigured the 
country-rock approach later 
popularized by Los Angeles 
bands like the Byrds, the Flying 
Burrito Brothers and Buffalo 
Springfield. To pursue this goal, 
Holly intended to build a studio 
in Lubbock and to hire the best 
West Texas players as a house 
band. 

The single most tangled aspect 
of Holly’s career was his finan- 


8 cial dealings with his producer- 
manager Norman Petty, who ~ 


sensed that the 20-year-old Holly 
was a “diamond in the rough.” 
Goldrosen is of the opinion that 
Petty was not motivated en- 
tirely by Mammon. “Whether or 
not he thought about it con- 
sciously, he in effect tried to act 


‘as a father to the boys — he 


sought to protect them from 
themselves and others.”: In the 


‘course of our interview, Gold- 


rosen did make a point of say- 
ing, “I don’t think that any- 


‘thing Petty did was illegal. But 


that still doesn’t excuse his ac- 
tions.” 

The event that finally led to 
Holly and Petty’s split was the 
singer’s marriage to Maria Elena 
Santiago, a strong-minded wom- 
an who had been a receptionist 
with Southern Music, Holly’s 
New York publishing firm. Ma- 
ria Elena was more than slightly 
aware of the machinations of the 
music industry, and Petty, fear- 
ful of losing control of his star, 
distrusted and detested the new 
Mrs. Holly. When Holly died, his 
business affairs were unre- 
solved. 

Almost everything has gone 


wrong in the preservation of 


Buddy Holly’s memory. Not 
Fade Away, a semi-fictionalized 


film centering on a month-long 
tour of the South, was to have 
gone into production in 1973. 
But receiving authorization from 
everyone who would have been 
depicted in the movie proved to 
be impossible. Decca, which 
owned all of Holly’s original 
Coral and Brunswick label re- 
cordings, intended to issue a 
‘three-record boxed set with com- 
prehensive liner notes, but 
backed out at the last minute. 
Instead the company released a 
shoddy two-disc collection which 
omitted some essential selec- 
tions, used subsequently dub- 
bed tracks (by Petty’s group, the 
Fireballs, and a combo led by 
one Jack Hansen) and featured 
absolutely no notes or photos. 

Similarly, John Goldrosen ex- 
perienced his share of difficul- 
ties in finding a publisher for his 
biography. Now an environ- 
mental planner working on a fed- 
erally funded water quality man- 
agement study, the 26-year-old 
author, whose dark hair and 
wide-rimmed glasses suggest a 
swarthier Buddy Holly, was 
turned down by several large 
publishing houses. ‘They said it 
was well written but that there 
was not enough of a commercial 
market for the book,” he re- 
called over lunch, to which he 
wore a forest-green leisure suit 
and a lapel button emblazoned, 
“BUDDY HOLLY LIVES!” “I did see 
an internal memorandum at one 
publisher, though. It simply 
said, ‘Rock fans don’t read,’ ”’ he 
smiled ruefully. 

While American readers will, 
in all likelihood, have trouble lo- 
cating this comprehensive work, 
which includes a complete dis- 
cography (at last report it was 
available at the Harvard Coop), 
English fans of Buddy Holly 
have bought approximately 
14,000 copies. In the meantime, 
John Goldrosen continues to 
write — his current subject is 
American foreign policy in the 
19th century.

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Andy Pratt’s ‘Resolution’: All you need love

Andy Pratt doesn’t make al- 
bums very often, but he makes 
‘em good. And coming so far 
apart, they define like land- 
marks the progress of this most 
ardent of psychological pil- 
grims. The first, 1971's Records 
Are Like Life (Polydor) stirred 
nary a ripple and is now lost to 
time (though Pratt has recently 
regained the masters). But since 
its release in 1973, Andy Pratt 
(Columbia), despite quite mod- 
est sales, has become one of 
rock’s great cult items. Like 
John Lennon's Plastic Ono Band 
and Neil Young’s Tonight's The 
Night, it is primal-scream pop 
(Pratt, like Lennon, has actual- 
ly been that route), but it’s also a 
musical gourmet’s delight, 
chock-a-block with witty effects 
and riffs, layered guitars and 
Pratt’s dazzling bass guitar fil- 
igree. While Andy Pratt was the 
evocation of torment, the new 
Resolution (Atlantic), a com- 
plete turnaround, details the 
process of release. Pratt seems to 
have found a way out of the cave, 
and he wants to let the world 
know about it. 

His confessionalism, his artis- 
try and his Brahmin back- 
ground make Andy Pratt a kind 
of Robert Lowell for the ‘‘baby 
boom” generation. Pratt’s great- 
grandfather founded New York’s 
Pratt Institute; his father was 
the headmaster of the patrician 
Browne & Nichols School. Pratt 
grew up in Cambridge and at- 
tended Harvard with the weight 
of his aristocratic ancestry on his 
shoulders. In his own way he’s 
become, like many of his fore- 
bears, a public servant. Pratt has 
experienced head on the turmoil 
of his generation,- and the im-

pact, seemingly, has shattered 
him more than once. With a 
steely sense of duty, he’s crea- 
ted art that refracts his personal 
hell so that we who skirt the 
abyss can understand what it 
holds. 

The second album, Andy 
Pratt, accomplished. this in a 
curious manner. Pratt had foun- 
ded Aengus Studios in the early 
70s, and in that recording facil- 
ity he became extraordinarily ac- 
complished on both sides of the 
glass. Like Todd Rundgren, he 
grew to be a studio whiz, learn- 
ing to play a variety of instru- 
ments (he excels on piano and 
bass guitar) and becoming adept 


at multi-tracking. He was able to 
complement songs of great psy- 
chological depth with an incred- 
ibly complex sound structure 
that, rumor has it, took nearly 
500 hours of studio time to build. 
Listening to Andy Pratt is like 
descending a never-ending well: 
each new hearing proves the mu- 
sic to be deeper still, new sound 
elements appearing out of no- 
where. It’s almost as if Pratt con- 
structed the music as an ana- 
logue to the way in which the un- 
conscious becomes conscious. 
Resolution is as emotionally 
involving, but in a different way. 
Pratt is going for greater and 
wider accessibility here, and for 
good reason. He has risen out of 
the depths over the past three 
years, through the “power of 
love,”’ as his songs continually 
state, and now it’s his time to 
preach. Surprisingly, there’s 
nothing hokey about his lyrics — 
Pratt is artist enough to avoid 
the religious and psychobabble 
cliches about love, and his self- 
effacing sincerity is absolutely 
winning. So instead of plumb- 
ing his depths to find the sources 
of pain, as he did in Andy Pratt, 
he’s opening out, becoming ex- 
pansive, offering his celebra- 
tory, or at least overflowingly 
emotional, music to the world. 
He’s no longer his own pro- 
ducer. Arif Mardin, one of At- 
lantic’s grand old men, has 
graced Pratt’s glowing tunes 
with lush strings and buoyant 
rock accompaniment. Mardin 
has wisely focused on Pratt’s pi- 
ano, with which Pratt (like so 
many others who write songs on 
the keyboard) has a most inti- 
mate relationship. Mardin is a 
master at creating gorgeous but 
not overly sugary string con- 


texts, but by emphasizing the pi- 
ano-he insures that the nuances 
of Pratt’s message will not be 
glossed over. And he’s mixed 
Pratt's voice to the fore: it’s right 
there, no matter how strong or 
complex the music becomes. 
We should be grateful. What 
was once a witty, self-conscious 
instrument that seemed to pre- 
fer falsetto or basso profundo 
(the second album did indeed 
call for such bizarre acrobatics) 
has become fully controlled and 
extremely moving. It’s not just 


that Pratt’s voice has great emo-- 


tional range (on the ballad 
“Everything Falls Into Place” 
it’s delicately crooning, in “‘Con- 
stant Heat” it rumbles with re- 
ligiosity, and in ‘“‘Karen’s Song” 
it rocks explosively); much more 
than that, Pratt’s singing rings 
true — it perfectly communi- 
cates his passion, his optimism, 
his belief that he’s found the way 
out. 

Like the album's sonic con- 
struction, the tunes on Andy 
Pratt were sinuous and strange 
and revealed themselves only af- 
ter repeated listenings. The 
tunes on Resolution sound beau- 
tiful right off the bat. Pratt is un- 
failingly melodic and he has a 
great ear for hooks. Yet, oddly, 
reversing the process of the sec- 
ond Ip, additional hearings of the 
new album show the songs to be 
more complex. Like Stevie Won- 
der, Pratt has a way of making 
unusual chord changes and in- 
tricate melodies easily appeal- 
ing. 

But it’s what Pratt has to say, 
and his ability to convey it con- 
vincingly without ever becom- 
ing corny, cloying or sentimen- 
tal, that make Resolution so 
powerful and such an unusual 


achievement. Pratt is not tack- 
ling novel subjects: fighting de- 
fensiveness and guilt, counten- 
ancing one’s love for oneself and 
for others, romantic ardor, the 
death of a parent. Yet Pratt’s 
lyrics are so intelligent and so 
heartfelt, and he comes at these 
topics in such surprising ways, 
that his urgency and faith are, 
rather than embarrassing, thor- 
oughly compelling. 


Through his wonderful lack of | 


guile, Pratt always has us on his 
side. When he says, in the thril- 
lingly hortatory title song, 
“Won't hold myself down any- 
more, And I won’t turn away 
from anything/I’m gonna try and 
spread my wings, See what this 
life of mine can bring,”’ we don’t 
sneer at him — we root for him. 
And in the short lyric to “Can’t 
Stop My Love,” the most suc- 
cessful, moving song of its kind 
I've ever heard, Pratt wholly 
captures the scope and depth of 
the meaning of a parent’s death: 
the parent’s devotion and the 
child’s dependence, the adoles- 
cent’s turning away, the reaf- 
firmation of love as death ap- 
proaches. 

In microcosm, “‘Can’t Stop My 
Love” reveals why Resolution is 
so exhilarating. Pratt’s opti- 
mism is pervasive, palpable, ex- 
traordinarily touching. We may 
cry with him, when he sings “I 
dream of you at night and find 
myself in tears/All those years,” 
as much out of a sense of pos- 
sibility as of loss. For he ap- 
pends to the chorus of ‘Can’t 
stop my love for you, in my heart 
you're alive” the stanza: 

‘‘Now as we move along 

You're in eur song 

You're in our silence 

With you we are strong.”

“In this business, nobody 
makes a comeback,” critic Ben 
Gerson insisted. “The man’s a 
basket case and has been for 
years. How can you get excited 
about a few glimmers of the old 
lucidity?” . 

“No,” I insisted. “Never -mis- 
take an idiot savant for a basket 
case.” 

This conversation took place 
in the chill drizzle after Bob Dyl- 
an’s performance at the Har- 
vard Square Theatre last De- 
cember, but it came back to me 
during Donovan’s recent ap- 
pearance at New York’s Bottom 
Line. Donovan, you under- 
stand, is attempting a come- 
back. He hasn’t had a hit since 
“Atlantis” in 1968 and the strain 
shows, because it hasn’t been for 
lack of trying. In 1972 Donovan 
was reunited with his most suc- 
cessful producer, Mickie Most, 
on the Cosmic Wheels lp. The 
most daring cut, “Intergalactic 
Laxative,” discussed the prob- 
lem of taking a dump in space — 
to a tune copped from “Sink the 
Bismark.” This from the man 
who wrote “Sunny Goodge 
Street”? Shee-zus. The follow- 
up, Essence to Essence, was sup- 
posed to be Don’s occult album, 
and it sank beneath my wisdom 
like a lead balloon. Last year the 
boy bowed in with his half-baked 
concept album, The 7-Tease. “I 
know it only touched a few,” he 
explained, “ ’cause it was deal- 
ing with the origins of the un- 
derground, an FM subject, 
where Tommy and Hair were 
dealing with AM subjects.” In a 
more personal sense, Donovan 
admitted it “was my attempt to 
tie up the past, get it over with, 

and get into the ’70s.” The val- 


iant attempt to escape the time 


warp never caught the public 
fancy. 

Poor Donovan was appearing 
in New York with a new Ip, Slow 
Down World, and still dragging 
his past around like an obscene 
growth. He stood up there in a 
white tunic with flowers, an 
Oriental screen and a lifesize 
cardboard photo of the kid him- 
self in his ragamuffin denims 
from 1965. The packed house 
responded politely to Donovan’s

more recent material, but they 
went bananas for their faves 
from those fabulous ’60s. You 
can’t blame them, really. Don 
has moved a crucial distance, 
from the arrogant charm of “‘the 
whole wide human race has been 
takin’ far too much meth- 
edrine” to the prim preachiness 
of his new disc’s title cut, and it 
ain’t in the right direction. Like 
Jimmy Cliff, Donovan once sang 
from the midst of his exper- 
iences, but now both are offer- 
ing little sermonettes of hack- 
neyed homilies. Donovan did 
play about 16 of his oldies, which 
served as a remarkable remin- 
der of how many really fine tunes 
he once penned. Unfortunately, 
his renditions were limp and 
half-hearted. The crowd seemed 
auto-hyped by their own mem- 
ories. 

The next day I met Donovan 
for an interview at his man- 
ager’s apartment. Suffering with 
a stomach virus and clad in a 
blue terry-cloth robe, Donovan 
seemed disarmingly vulnerable. 
His fragile frame looked like the 
result of an extended and exclu- 
sive diet of carrot juice. I asked 
him about his lax treatment of 
the old tunes and he agreed that 


the audience carries the show. 

“T like to sing the old ones,”’ he 
explained, “but change the tem- 
pos or do them a bit different. I 
can’t really feel that much for 
them, now — they’re basically 
there for the audience. So I do 
them more playfully, less tense. 
Personally, I think my attention 
on my songs, when I’m singing, is 
very little. The audience atten- 
tion is the greater. So what hap- 
pens is that I don’t feel much of 
anything. It’s the audience go- 
ing through the changes and giv- 
ing me reactions. Everybody is 
giving me the images.” 

Donovan seems to realize that 
he is still hung over from the 
60s. It’s been hard, recovering 
from the rude realization that 
the Pied Piper of Flower Power 
lost his following. The man who 
once offered his music as “a gift 
from a flower to a garden” looked 
around to find himself in a tur- 
nip patch full of rodents. 

“T began to believe for awhile 
that J was doing it,’’ Donovan ex- 
plained. “I forgot that we artists 
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were all powered by the audi- 
ence who swept us along by buy- 
ing records. Most of our minds 
were involved in the golden age 
dream — the audience as well as 
the artists. We thought we were 
taking over the world. 

“That all seemed to peter out 
around 1969 or 1970. I didn’t so 
much make a decision to stop 
touring, but we went through a 
great kind of generation gap that 
affected a lot of people. I never 
felt like an entertainer. I wanted 
to keep my relation with peace, 
freedom, dreams and fairytales. 
It came about that there was no 
excitement. I rode in on a buzz 
with songs of revolutionary 
thoughts. The revolution came 
and went. It took the wind out of 
our sails. We all felt it. It wasn’t 
that smooth for me. It was a slow 
fall from the high of personal 
success, and lots of personal 
problems.” 

Donovan admits that the last 
three albums were essentially 
“looking for my way.” There was 
once a rumor that Donovan 
would emerge as a spokesman for 
gay rock, a gentle godfather to 
the glitter queens. ““Try for the 
Sun” was called “‘a gay love song 
for its time,’”’ and another critic 
singled out a line from ‘Mellow 
Yellow’ — “‘could’ve tripped out 
D.C. but I changed my ways” — 
as a reference to his bisexuality. 

Donovan took the suggestion 
calmly. “No, I’ve never had a 
physical relationship with a 
male,” he confessed. “‘ “Try for 
the Sun’ was a love song, but not 
in the physical sense. There was 
a spiritual homosexual relation- 
ship,” he grinned, “which may 
be worse. The line in ‘Mellow 
Yellow,’ that was misheard. I 
was singing, ‘Could have trip- 
ped out easy.’” 

Scratch Donovan as a gay 
pioneer, but he’s still a great fan 
of Bowie’s. “Bowie is our most 
important writer and he must be 
credited with bringing theater to 
us. Talking with him encour- 
aged me to motnt the 7-Tease 
Show. I found our deep ideas 


were a bit different. He is com- 
mitted to a sort of clockwork or- 
ange future, and I feel the future 
is very romantic, love coming 
back to relationships. So we dif- 
fer on that but we are together on 
theater.” 

The man Donovan was most 
often bracketed with in his early 


days was Bob Dylan, and com-— 


parisons with Dylan have been 
the bane of too many artists’ car- 
eers. Donovan recalls, “Dylan 
was much more aware than I was 
back in 1965. I only look at him 
with affection, though he’s had a 
lot of pressure and dealt with it 
differently than I have. I sub- 
mitted, he fought. I would just 
absorb the insults or contro- 
versy, turn it into my own thing. 
Luckily our paths moved off af- 
ter a few years, but now, after 
the storm, we seem to end up ina 
similar place: both exalting the 
position of women in new songs. 
And that’s hard, coming from a 
little Jewish boy who: grew up, 
like a little Scottish boy, in a 
very masculine scene.” 

I wondered whether Donovan 
wasn’t just a bit embarrassed, 
looking back on those days when 
doe-eyed girls used to litter his 
path with wilted flowers and he 
was known for turning off mon- 
soons with a chorus of what the 
Maharishi labeled his ‘“Tran- 
scendental Music.’”’ The ques- 
tion led Donovan to reflect on 
the dangers of success. 

“I would only get embar- 
rassed when I personally, Don- 
ovan Leitch, Scottish, born 1946, 
white parents ... when my ego 
gets in between the music and 
the audience. There’s a lesson to 
be learned there: If you feel that 
you are doing it on the stage, 
with all your embarrassments 
and futile dreams, then you are 
in the way. You can get sick that 
way, take drugs for the tension. 
Brian Jones, Jimi Hendrix, all 
me boys who died, and Janis, 
too: they only died because they 
thought they personally were do- 
ing it. I try to remember that I’m

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McCoy Tyner: 
FLY WITH THE WIND 
(Milestone) 

Since leaving John Coltrane’s 
band and Impulse records a dec- 
ade ago, McCoy Tyner has con- 
sistently sought challenges in the 
recording studio. He refused to 
allow two sessions in a row to 
utilize the same format, as he 
has continually been adding to 
or reducing his working groups, 
reuniting with old friends or for- 
saking combo settings entirely 
for unaccompanied solos or ex- 
panded ensembles. This is Ty- 
ner’s third orchestral record, af- 
ter the little big band of Tender 
Moments (1967) and the larger 
brass and string settings on Song 
of the World (1973). That Tyner 
can now use a 10-piece string 
section over an entire album is a 
sign of an increase in both his ar- 
tistic stature and his audience 
support. 

While Tyner should be en- 
couraged in his endless quest for 
new performing environments, 
Fly with the Wind must be ac- 
knowledged as one of his less 
memorable efforts. Some of the 
problem lies in the narrow range 
of Tyner’s compositions — the 
title piece, for example, is a typ- 
ical Tyner line to which the 
strings add only lushness. Billy 
Cobham, who in my opinion has 
often been unjustly bad-rapped 
because of his success, gives a 
poor performance here. He’s very 
busy and very dominant but 
sounds cold and unsympathetic 
to what the others are creating 
around him; his beat is correct 
yet empty. Hubert Laws, whose 
flute and alto flute provide the 
“thorn” solo voice, is clearly stim- 
ulated by Tyner’s company; 
however, the crying saxophone 
lead is so right for Tyner’s music 
that the substitution of strings 
and winds is a second-best solu- 
tion. 

Other moments in the session 
are more successful and stand up 
well under the high standards of 
Tyner’s past work. He once again 
proves to be an economical ar- 


ranger with a fine sense of de- 
tail; note the introduction to the 
title piece, the chant (complete 
with keening background riffs) 
he makes out of “You Stepped 


Out of a Dream,” and especially ~ 


the organic ensemble statement 
he molds from disparate instru- 
ments, then expands in an unac- 
companied piano solo, on “Be- 
yond the Sun.” Ron Carter, 
whose bass encounters all man- 
ner of musical situations, seems 
to play at his best with Tyner — 
he did so on last year’s Trident 
and motivates the entire orches- 
tra on “Salvadore de Samba,” 
“You Stepped” and “Rolem.” 
The charging, now familiar but 
still stunning piano juggernaut is 
present on ‘“‘Salvadore’’ and 
especially in the modal drive of 
“Rolem.” Tyner seems to be at a 
key point in his career; with bas- 
ically a brand-new combo of 
young players, he has estab- 
lished himself as a style-defin- 
ing patriarch of contemporary 
jazz. Fly with the Wind, for all 
its unevenness, is thus best seen 
as a gathering of resources for 
what should be a new tomorrow.

Thin Lizzy: 
JAILBREAK (Mercury) 

Jailbreak is the fifth long play- 
er from this aggressive, intrigu- 
ing band, which comprises two 
Irishmen (one black), a Scot and 
an American. At present, Lizzy 
is touring the US while this 
meritorious Ip and the searing 
single taken from it, ‘““The Boys 
are Back in Town,” are climb- 


ing the charts. 

Upon initially hearing “The 
Boys” churning out of the AM 
radio, suspicious minds might 
automatically assume that the 
record, which sounds rather like 
homage to Springsteen’s “Kit- 
ty’s Back,” is a loose plank from 
Bruce’s Asbury Park board- 
walk. True, the vocal of lead 
singer-composer-bassist Phil Ly- 
nott (the black, and perhaps a 
coming major figure of rock ’n’ 
roll — could he fulfill Arthur 
Lee’s promise?) is gravelly and 
given to staccato phrasing and 
hoarse, stagy whispers. Then, 
too, the narrative concerns a fu- 
turistic teen gang having a rave- 
up in the local saloon. But clo- 
ser listening will be rewarded by 
an extraordinarily catchy piece 
of pop with a “Rubber Bullets”- 
like intro and a “‘Reelin’ In The 


~ Years” rhythmic feel carried by 


the synchronized dual guitars of 
Brian Robertson and Scott Gor- 
ham. 

The remainder of the album, 
some of which deals themat- 
ically with the youth gang on the 
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lam from a fearsome character 
called “the Overmaster,”’ deliv- 
ers as.well. Older rock fans might 
be put off by the occasionally de- 
rivative nature of Lizzy’s sound 
(Lynott’s Springsteen/Van Mor- 
rison-influenced vocals, Dylan- 
esque imagery, the band’s 
Steely-Allmans guitars and a 
rather tedious salute to Hendrix 
called “Warriors”) and some 
might take issue with the group’s 
macho stance, but ultimately 
their somewhat unusual ap- 
proach to rock ’n’ roll wins the 
day. 

The delightful ‘‘Cowboy 
Song,” for example, opens with 
an intro that is straight from 
umpteen musical interludes in 
Hollywood Westerns, replete 
with campfire harmonica, be- 
fore bursting into a metaphor of 
riding the range as sexual thrill. 
The short guitar passage is es- 
pecially strong: the tandem have 
obviously worked out harmon- 
ically attuned, rhythmic lines. 
From the rodeo we are trans- 
ported to the Scottish High- 
lands for “Emerald,” which 
thrashes along in 12/8 and sug- 
gests an electric bagpipe and 
drum corps (drummer Brian 
Downey contributing some push- 
ing tom-tom triplets) thunder- 
ing down from the hills. Juxta- 
posed with ‘“‘Cowboy Song,” the 
effect of “‘Emerald” is even more 
bizarrely appealing. 

Having only this album to go 
on, one still gets the feeling that 
Thin Lizzy is destined to play 
tunes of glory.

RAMSHACKLED (Atlantic) 
Patrick Moraz (former under- 
study for Keith Emerson in the 
Nice, then founder in 1974 of 
Refugee with the other two Nice 
members, whence he was draf- 
ted by Yes in '75) has Rick 
Wakeman’s sense of spectacle, 
Todd Rundgren’s metabolism 
and more skill as a keyboard 
orchestrator than Emerson, Rod 
Argent and Chick Corea com- 
bined. His Yes solo project, i 
(standing for the square root of 


minus one as well as for con- 


cepts like illumination), is based 
on an original sci-fi plot which is 
really quite good except that the 
denouement is a love-conquers- 
all deal. No matter: the music 
doesn’t follow the story literally 
but posits sonic hieroglyphs of 
key scenes and moods. This re- 
sults in a consistent though not 
stifling flow of futuristic pro- 
graming revolving around some 
three main themes. 

Moraz employs immense syn- 
thesizer banks as orchestral ele- 
ments, almost in preference to 
natural instruments. He plays 
about two dozen keyboards on 
the record, and only six are non- 
synthetic. But in his hands the 
synthesizer sounds more human 
than anywhere else. (Oddly 


enough, he gets a machine sound 
out of Brazilian folk percus- 
sion.) Playing with him are some 
30 other musicians and singers 
(including 18 Brazilians), among 
whom the only familiar names 
are drummers Alphonse Mou- 
zon (brilliant) and Andy New- 
mark (lame). Guitarist Ray Go- 
mez and bassist Jeff Berlin de- 
serve special mention and more 
recordings as soon as possible. 
Alan “Snow” White’s Ram- 
shackled is even duller than was 
Steve Howe’s Beginnings. Ex- 
cept for token appearances on. 
one sappy number by Howe and 
Jon Anderson, the whole thing 
was written and performed by 
apparent drinking buddies, in- 
cluding some of the same people 
who ruined Lindisfarne. Such 
titles as “Ooooh Baby,” “Silly 
Woman” and “Giddy” do not re- 
call a band capable of profound 
meditations on the Shastric 
scriptures; they suggest Ace out- 
takes, which is pretty much what 
they sound like. So now the Yes 
solo lp score stands at two com- 
petent, two crapola, and I await 
Anderson’s Olias and Sunhillow 
as tiebreaker to decide whether 
I’m going to the show at the Yes 
concert next month for any pur- 
pose other than to abduct Chris 


Squire.

Don Covay: 
TRAVELIN’ IN HEAVY 
TRAFFIC (Phila. Int.) 
The adaptation of major "60s 
soul stars to black music’s sty- 
listic changes in the "70s has of- 
ten been painful to watch. Art- 
ists like Don Covay, Solomon 
Burke, Wilson Pickett, James 
Brown and Joe Tex continue to 
produce themselves (Pickett and 
Tex use co-producers); the re- 
sults are often strange musical 
marriages between the once-suc- 
cessful elements of their former 
style and the excesses of current 
black music. Nowhere is this di- 
lemma more apparent than in 
Don Covay’s Travelin’ In Heavy 
Traffic. 
After a period at Mercury that 
first saw a spark of revitaliza- 
tion (“I Was Checkin’ Out” and 
“It’s Better To Have and Don’t 
Need”) and then a stumbling ef- 


‘ fort called Hot Blood, Don Co-

vay signed with Gamble and 
Huff’s Philadelphia Interna- 
tional label. The move seemed 
promising. The duo would tem- 
per his occasionally damaging 
eccentricities while Covay would 
bring some fresh approaches to 
the increasingly formulaic Phil- 
adelphia Sound. Apparently Co- 
vay was given a free rein though, 
and the result is a rather strange 
brew of novelty songs, MOR, in- 
strumentals and Covay-con- 
cocted funk. But to his credit, 
Don has somehow avoided the 
Sigma formula and the disc © 
sounds suprisingly free of stand- 
ard Philadelphia cliches. 

At his best, Covay has mas- 
tered the hybridizing of old and 
new. “NoTell Motel” blends an 
appealing funk track with a 
standard Covay lyric (“The No- 
Tell Motel/Where you can go 
and raise hell”) and Don’s irre- 
pressible vocal style. Unfortu- 
nately, such instances on the al- 
bum are rare. Covay devotes one 
whole side to four ballads: a ver- 
sion of “Feelings” sung in both 
English and Spanish, an absurd 
song inspired by Jaws and the 
mystifying “Swet” (“Your blood 
pressure goes up and down/ 
Energy, fusion, fusion. . .’’). 
The uptempo material fares bet- 
ter, with the exception of the 
frantic, gurgling instrumental, 
“Chocolate Honey,” that has 
Don mumbling the title in an er- 
satz Ohio Players voice. 

Sadly, Travelin’ In Heavy 
Traffic is stalled by Don Co- 
vay’s lack of perspective.

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Lucas Samaras ought pictures 


by Kenneth Baker 

The Institute of Contempo- 
rary Art is currently showing 
some of Lucas Samaras’s “Pho- 
to-Transformations,” outlan- 
dish self-portrait miniatures 
made with a Polaroid SX-70. At 
first glance these works seem 
very bizarre, but in fact they are 
as familiar as the bathroom mir- 
ror. We are reminded of this by 
the fact that all Samaras’s Pol- 
aroids were made in the same 
narrow kitchen. The setting is 
more or less apparent, depen- 
ding upon the position of the 
camera and on how much Sam- 
aras interferes with the self-de- 
veloping Polaroid print. Some of 
the ‘‘Photo-Transformations”’ 
involve no such tampering at all; 
they are simply odd poses and 
attitudes struck by the artist, 
made odder by the use of col- 
ored light or filters. 

The domestic setting recalls 
that most of us indulge daily in a 
ritual of self-portraiture in what- 
ever form of grooming we do. 
Samaras’s self-transformations 
are, at their simplest, an outra- 
geous mockery of this culture’s 
grooming habits and our unself- 
consciousness about them. This 
may sound trivial unless one re- 
members that whole industries 
of the waste economy exist to 
provide us with the means (cos- 
metics, fashions, jewelry, etc) of 
social self-portraiture. With the 
Polaroid SX-70, Samaras found 
a way of controlling the mirror, 
so to speak. For his tamperings 
with the Polaroid process inter- 
vene in the automatism of the 
camera.

The more "grotesque and star- 
tling works in the “‘Photo-Trans- 
formations” series are those in 
which Samaras has made man- 
ual alterations in the developing | 
print.as it processed itself. Many 
such images are very difficult to 
describe, so improbable is their 
combination of depiction and 
distortion. In ‘Photo-Trans- 
formation 6/13/74,”’ for in- 
stance, most of the visual set- 
ting is undisturbed. The kitchen 
and its appurtenances are 
bathed in yellow-green light. 
Samaras is seen facing the cam- 


era, full-figure, with one hand 
apparently pulling his entire tor- 
so out of shape like taffy while he 
grimaces at the camera. The lit- 
eral reality of his pose is recalled 
when you notice that his other 
hand is pressing the shutter but- 
ton at the end of an extension 


.cord. What seems like an im- 
‘possible physical distortion of 


the artist’s own body is ap- 
parently the result simply of 


smearing the surface emulsions. 


common to SX-70 prints... 
What gives a tiny image like 
this its amazing impact. is the 
verisimilitude of the photo- 
graphic image it distorts. We see 


the funky kitchen with all the. 


clarity we could want. The cam- 
era has clearly recorded a literal 
place and moment in time, yet it 
seems also to have recorded 
something literally impossible 
taking place therein. This inte- 
gration of the fantastic into the 
realistic is what gives most of 
Samaras’s photo works their 
power. For we come to see that 
the “setting” involved is not 
really the artist’s kitchen but the 
condition of verisimilitude es- 
tablished automatically by the 
properly focused camera.

What is most amazing about 
Samaras’s pieces is that photo- 
graphic verisimilitude seems to 
extend to whatever distortions 


he makes in the Polaroid image. 
In a number of prints, every- 
thing is effaced but a single fea- 
ture, say the artist’s open mouth, 
which may appear, for instance, 
as a hole in the ground. Even 
though you know the print has 
been tampered with, the veris- 
imilitude of the unaltered mouth 
seems to infuse the whole im- 
age. You seem to see a picture of 
a marbleized surface with a hu- 
man mouth in it, as if this ex- 
isted somewhere and might, like 
the mouth of a geyser, have been 
photographed by anyone. This 
effect of “credibility” is rein- 
forced by the fact that all the im- 
ages in the series are the same 
size: a consistent set of Polaroid 
prints. It seems that the ‘‘cred- 
ibility” of the fantastic images is 
really a matter of our credulity 
regarding the documentary ca- 
pacity of the camera. 

The recurrent setting of the 
kitchen suggests a bizarre activ- 
ity, entirely anti-social, that has 
to take place in the privacy of 
the artist’s living space, which in 
turn suggests the privacy, or pri- 
vativeness, of obsession or mad- 
ness. For the amazing distor- 
tions Samaras contrives can be 
seen not only as self-trans- 
formation but as self-mutilation 
and self-annihilation. Sam- 
aras’s fantasies of monstrosity 
imply the resentment felt to- 


ward the outside world by any- 
one who thinks himself ugly or 
outcast. It is clear from the im- 
ages in which Samaras appears 
more or less “as he is” that he 
has no rational grounds for such 
feelings. But his work seems to 
trace such feelings not to per- 
sonal sources so much as to the 
plasticity of the self, to the fact 
that it is always unfinished (un- 
til death). This is the plasticity 
that is by turns celebrated, 
mocked, relished and decried in 
this extraordinary series of 
works. 

For Samaras is dealing direct- 
ly and resourcefully with the 
feeling (which we all acknow- 
ledge by our behavior) that the 
self is without a stable founda- 
tion in reality, that if it is some- 
thing objective, it is not some- 
thing we can know as such. And 
in the process of addressing this © 
fecund theme, Samaras has pro- 
duced work that is.as visually 
powerful as anything in contem- 
porary American art. The work 
further profits from what ap- 
pear to be fortuitous but still val- 
id references to the art of the 
past. (The allusions to Van Gogh 
are the easiest to spot, and ap- 
parently the most deliberate.) 
Samaras’s ‘“Photo-Transforma- 
tions” is one of the most mem- 
orable shows to appear in Bos- 
ton in a long while.

Little Red Riding Hood and the Pooh 


From now on I'll be reluctant 
to confess my Little Red Riding 
Hood complex. It began with a 
pair of red Dr. Denton’s and 
flourished when several Hallo- 
weens found me cloaked in crim- 
son and those inevitable school 
spoofs of fairy tales always cast 
me as a petulant Little Red. I 
suspected that the petite hooded 
hoyden had won me by default: 
Cinderella was too pious and 
Sleeping Beauty too comatose 
for my antic imagination, and 
Rapunzel’s tresses reminded me 
of pony tails dolorously un- 
shackled at bedtime. But Red 
Riding Hood? A little chutzpah, 
a little naivete: perfect. 

Now child psychiatrist Bruno 
Bettelheim informs me; in The 
Uses of Enchantment, The 
Meaning and Importance of 
Fairy Tales, that my complex 
was a bit more basic. Oedipal at- 
tachments and an urge to se- 
duce my father, says he, were 
hurling me into fascination/fear 
relationships with hirsute homi- 
noids. Catastrophe awaits the 
child who flaunts her budding 
sexuality by sporting the garb of 
a scarlet woman yet can’t han- 
dle the consequences. So the wolf 
devours Little Red Riding Hood

(and her grandmother, who, as 
the mother figure, must be dis- 
posed of before the daughter can 
possess the father). Along comes 
the hunter to restore the proper 
father image (protector and pro- 
vider), and Little Red, after she 
tumbles undigested out of the 
wolf’s belly, is wise to the dan- 
gers of her sexuality. She dis- 
patches the rakehell wolf and 
vows she'll never again wander 
into the woods and court seduc- 
tion “when mother has forbid- 
den her to do so.”’ Or, she won’t 
indulge in adult pastimes so long 
as she depends on her mother for 
moral direction. 

Dr. Bettelheim probably had 
me pegged. In fact, it’s hard to 
dispute any of his readings of 
fairy tales as models of beha- 
vior, configurations of child- 
hood development and sources of 
encouragement and solace for 
mixed-up kids. This is good news 
for those of us nursed on the 
literature — a decade or so ago, a 
bevy of fantasy-phobes pro- 
nounced us psychically maimed 
by the bestiality, mutilation and 
reptilian polymorphism so com- 
mon to the stories. Yet equally 
misguided is the more current 
notion that children can grasp 
rational, adult explanations of 
their behavior (“‘You slung oat- 
meal at Mummy because you 
were angry with her’). Kids are 
bundles of inchoate violence and 
emotion, and fairy tales order 


Bettelheim’s plug for the imagi- 
nation is as influential as it 
should be, maybe children will 
be forever spared the likes of 
Coping with Crayola and Win- 
nie the Id. 

Children find in fairy tales em- 
blems of many of their insecuri- 
ties. Rapunzel, for example, be-

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body, for survival (and, when her 
prince comes a-climbing, for 
fulfillment), provides relief for 
children fretting over their 
bodily functions, wondering 
whether swallowing is normal, 
whether they'll be able to pee 
where they’ve aimed, etc. The 
ubiquitous wicked stepmother, a 
worthy target of aggression, 
saves children from guilt or 
anxiety over the ill will they of- 
ten feel toward their mothers. 
(The fairy godmother, Ma’s good 
side, always prevails in the end.) 
And in the stories about a wit- 
less younger brother or sister who 
finally triumphs (‘‘Cinderella,” 
“The Three Feathers’’), chil- 
dren not only work out vex- 
ations of siblinghood but also 


‘gain confidence that they will 


succeed in the adult world — the 


two older siblings also represent 
the child’s parents and grown- 


ups in general. Similarly, “The 


Three Little Pigs,” in which each 
porker stands for a stage in a 
child’s development, assures 
kids that they, like the third and 
biggest pig, will learn to defer 
playtime (pleasure) in order to 
prepare for adversity (reality). 
“The pigs’ actions,’’ writes 
Bettelheim, “show the progress 
from tke dominated personality 
to the superego-influenced but 
essentially ego-controlled per- 
sonality.” 

Several tales, which Bettel- 
heim dissects one by.one in the 
second half of the book, treat 
specific phases of a child’s 
development. In “Hansel and 
Gretel,’ for example, the pro- 
tagonists’ oral fixation, fear of 
starvation, leads to an extreme 
oral dependence (tinged with 
cannibalism, since the ginger- 
bread House they eat is a symbol 
of mother) that must be out- 
grown before they can be reinte- 
grated into the family. “Jack 
and the Beanstalk” explores the 
phallic/oedipal stage of adole- 
scent boys. Sexual self-assertion 
— Jack’s planting the beanstalk 
and then beleaguring the giant 


(father) — evolves into a more- 


solid independence symbolized 
by Jack’s third venture into the 
ogre’s castle to seize the golden 
harp (art, beauty, lofty ideals). 
When he axes the beanstalk at 
the end, Bettelheim says, “Jack 
not only forces himself from a 
view of the father as a destruc- 
tive and devouring ogre [but 
also} relinquishes his belief in 
the magic power of the phallus as 
the means for gaining all the 
good things in life.” 

A number of tales probe the 
oedipal problems of pubescent 
girls. Red Riding Hood. has just 
acquired a sexual identity, while 
Snow White, a little further

It’s feast or famine with the 
Boston dance scene: either all 
the local companies are per- 
forming at the same time or none 
of them is. Thus it was not atyp- 
ical that the last weeks of this 
past April, and early May, saw a 
flurry of concerts — too many at 
once for all of them to be seen — 
which, by mid-May, was largely 
over. 

One of the major events was 
New England Dinosaur’s first 
full-scale concert. of the year, 
“You’re Standing on My Foot,” 
at Cambridge’s First Congrega- 
tional Church on May 8 and 9. 
Its re-emergence after financial 
difficulties and the death of its 
associate director, Lois Gin- 
andes, was generally interesting 
and entertaining. The delight of 
the program was Jean Church- 
ill’s “Guinness,” a merry trib- 
ute to Ginandes which showed 
the wobbly results of imbibing 
too much of that famed bever- 
age, plus alluding to the life of a 
dance troupe. In bowlers, t-shirts 
and boxer shorts, four dancers 
entered to mixed snatches of Ir- 
ish songs and sheer noise from a 
strolling accordionist. With 
dazed expressions, the dancers 
stuck their legs out stiffly in 
what seemed like a comic but 
slightly chilling echo of dance 
class exercises. The snatches of 
catchy song gradually grew lon- 
ger. Uncontrollably drunk and 
happy, the dancers intentional- 
ly fell more than jigged around 
the edge of the stage. The accor- 
dionist (a symbolic Ginandes, 
one felt) literally called the tune, 
causing them to leap wildly as 
his musical excitement moun- 
ted. The lively yet half-dead 
Irishmen linked arms to dance in 
solidarity, kicking and stepping 
shakily until they fell apart to 
the floor. On his way down, the 
last to fall grabbed the accor- 
dionist, stopping the music sud- 
denly and leaving everyone in 
silence — dead drunk. It needed 
editing here, and greater control 
even in its ostensible uncontrol- 
ledness there, but ‘Guinness”’ 
spoke, made the dancers speak 
and made the audience laugh. 

The Dinosaur’s main attrac- 
tion was “Duetude” by New 
York choreographer Trisha 
Brown (see Phoenix, May 4). It 
seemed abstruse but won ad- 
miring applause from the aud- 
ience. The dancers’ bodies as- 
sumed a multitude of 90° an- 
gles, as the program announced, 
while enacting ‘“‘time and move- 
ment reversals.”” Yet the various 
shapes and motions were not 
particularly engaging and 
seemed of little consequence, 
while the opening section, 
“made by the performers using 
the studio walls at 1108 Boyl- 
ston Street as the score,” was a 
total enigma. But ‘“Duetude” 
was significant in that it varied 
the Dinosaur’s usual dance style 
of characterizations with some- 
thing more abstract which 
showed the company to be alive 
’ and reaching out in new direc- 
tions. 

“In It Together,” the seven- 
piece program by Dance Circle 
on April 29 and 30 at New Eng- 
land Life Hall, was a set of con- 
sistently serious attempts at 
pure dance. The most refined 
and gorgeous was Dorothy 
Hershkowitz’s ‘Watercourse,” 
in which a gold spangly sculp- 
ture suggesting, when the light 
hit it, a rustling tree was the first 
“dancer.” Sounds evoking wa- 
ter as it drips and seeps through 
mountain crevasses began Stan 
Strickland’s score. Then came 
the dancers (Ellen Brown Bo- 
gart, Amy Zell Ellsworth, Kar- 
en Shaw), moving as contin- 
uously as flowing water in Orien- 
tal-like simplicity. There were 
many rounded arms, gliding 


turns and body bends, in unison 
and then dispersed, like water 
eddying around stones. One 
could pick out the water’s mo- 
tions, people carrying water in 
jugs, and a primitive sort of ma- 
chine, made by three dancers, 
that passed water in arcs from 
one cup to the next in easy 
rhythm. The choreography and 
dancing lost one in the tightly 


woven, unending motion. The | 


rest of the concert generated a 
similar visual interest that came 
from real dancers performing 
pieces with real, expressive con- 
ceptions behind them. 

Dance Collective’s May 7 con- 
cert at the Institute of Contem- 
porary Art was not only serious 
.dance, but sophisticated and of- 
ten riveting as well. Boston first 
saw Ze’ve Cohen’s piece, “Lis- 
ten,” as Goat Dance’ at 
the Boston Ballet’s January 
Choreographers’ Series. While 
the ram of “Goat Dance’”’ repre- 
sented virility as it turned the 
wheel of life, the ram of “Lis- 
ten’”’ consumed flute music as a 
regenerative fuel for his dance. 
Dance Collective’s Reuben 
James Christman Edinger was 
incredible in the part, making 
the Boston Ballet’s Tony Catan- 
zaro, who danced it in January, 
look positively sheepish though 
he, too, had been great. Edin- 
ger’s animal narcissism had an 
overpowering sexual potency, 
and his eyes had the Japanese 
theatrical quality of expressive 
blankness. He didn’t seem at all 
a dancer, a human or even an an- 
imal, but, rather, the spirits of 
earth, sexuality and dance 
merged 

Something about the softness 
and unselfconsciousness of the 
fallen dancer’s body in Beth 
Soll’s ‘Safari’ suggested that 
she might really be an animal. A 
man (Michael Meyer) bent slow- 
ly over her, close enough to kiss 
her though he didn’t. He held up 
her neck, then her back, with ut- 
most tenderness as if he couldn’t 
bear to believe her dead. At the 
side, a second girl moved in a 
sort of stutter that caused the 
man to join her, and the dead 
girl to rise. In minimal and dra- 
matic motions, the three came 
together and moved apart, some- 
times spiraling, sometimes trav- 
eling in angular paths. The flow 
of paths and motions revealed a 
triangular love relationship 
which was equivalent to a sub- 
dued but intense and deadly 
hunt. In the end, the wifely fig- 
ure (the second woman) did a 
step over her vanquished hus- 
band and then fell away herself. 
The safari had “made them all 
victims, shown the near-instinc- 


tual nature of their feelings, and 
also killed them all. It was 
wrought intellectually rather 
than sensually — quite an 
achievement considering what 
the dance was about. 

Even though some aspects of 
these concerts were not up to 
par, they were among the best by

local groups this year. They had 
in common artistic dedication, 
which meant, simply, dancers 
working muscles and choreog- 
raphers developing ideas. And 
everyone seemed to know of what 
quality these groups were, be- 
cause the house was full at each 
performance. To avoid the dan- 


ger of monopolizing Boston’s 
limited dance audience, and to 
make sure no one misses the con- 
certs of these groups, they ought 
to space their performances more 
widely through the year. It would 
give the illusion of local talent 
aplenty and maybe, eventually, 
procure it.

along, is in the stagnant period 
of adolescent narcissism (her de- 
sire to be more beautiful allows 
Snow White to be tricked by her 
step-mother). ‘‘Cinderella”’ 
takes us practically to the nup- 
tial bed: when the heroine slips 
her foot into the glass shoe, 
Bettelheim tells us, she is ac- 
cepting her active sexual role; 
and her insistence that the 
prince see her done up in rags 
and ashes forces him to receive 
her “the way she is, dirty and de- 
graded” (“there are females who 
feel this way about their sexual- 
ity”). Finally, in the animal- 
groom series of tales (““The Frog 
Prince,’’ “‘Beauty and the 
Beast’’), the female overcomes 
her squeamishness about sex, re- 
presented by a frog in many 
stories, and releases her lover 
from “the animal” in him. 


Such continuity is very satis- 
fying and, if the first half of the 
book maunders a bit in parts, 
everything falls into place in the 
discussions of the individual 
tales. The Deep Reader will 
exult in Dr. Bettelheim’s recon- 
diteness, which never seems 
inappropriate, and for real icono- 
philes there's a lot of arcane stuff 
about the bloody feet of Cinder- 
ella’s stepsisters, castration 
anxiety and menstruation. 
Omission is the book’s major, if 
unavoidable, shortcoming. 
Bettelheim ignores the stories 
that don’t fit into his scheme, 
dismissing many of Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen's tales as unrep- 
resentative. Also, if one doesn’t 
agree that healthy necessarily 
means heterosexual and monog- 
amous, there are some bones to 
pick with the rigid ideals of love 
and family as exemplified by the 
princes and princesses.

mother and father, we 
might also question the impact 
the literature will have on chil- 
dren as parental roles converge 
more and more.

NO BUGLES, NO DRUMS, by 
Charles Durden; Viking; 287

The Great Vietnam War Novel 
will probably be written by a 
Vietnamese; in the meantime, 
here is a good one. Charles 
Durden’s No Bugles, No Drums 
is the best novel I have read to 
come out of the war. The only 
thing uninspired about it is its 
title, which could serve equally 
well for Westmoreland’s mem- 
oirs. The book has the ring of 
truth about it, a sense of having 
caught the proper tone: total in- 
sanity. Men who fought in this 
century’s earlier wars had the 
feeling of being caught in an 
enormous machine; Vietnam 
must have been more like a gro- 
tesque nightmare. 

Durden’s novel is narrated by 
a foul-mouthed 20-year-old 
Georgian named Jamie Hawkins 
(“Hawk”), who picks up the 
story from the time his com- 
pany leaves Danang. On their 
way the men all get stoned and, 
during an attack of the mun- 
chies, while they are tearing 
open C-rations to find coveted 
items like peaches and pound 
cake, their convoy is ambushed. 
The confusion is total; men are 
screaming and dying, someone 
runs by carrying a surfboard, 
NCOs refuse to obey orders from 


green officers;.a useless attack is 
on a hedgerow and, fixtally, 
the American panacea — air 
support — arrives. “Seventeen 
dead, just like that. Welcome to 
Vietnam.” 

The company arrives at its 
first assignment, protecting the 
Song My Swine Project, 
“guardin’ a fuckin’ pig farm.” 
Hawk is part of a patrol that 
stumbles onto a group of the 
enemy — playing frisbee! — and 
wipes them out. Hawk cannot 
bring himself to use his weapon; 
it is only later, when he is forced 
by circumstances into killing an 
old woman and a child, that 
some of his buddies begin to 
trust him. 

No Bugles, No Drums is full of 
memorable scenes and charac- 
ters, and is often very funny. 
“The Crazy Dago,” a Sicilian 
from Jersey, sees the corrupt 
atmosphere of Vietnam as a gol- 
den opportunity. He starts a lot- 
tery based on the ARVN body 
count and masterminds a trip 
back to the States with a body 
escort —— only the body has been 
dumped and replaced with 240 
pounds of Thai grass. When he 
returns, he finds that a sergeant 
has made a killing — literally 
and figuratively — in his lottery 
simply by buying up a block of 
high numbers and slaughtering 
some nearby ARVN. 

Hawk’s most important 
relationships are with two men: 
Lt. Levine, ‘““The Boy Ranger,” a 
Jewish West Pointer who hates 
the war but loves the Army; and 
Jinx, a black soldier who goes 
over to the Viet Cong. The 
climax of the book, a raid into 
Laos that involves all three, is a 
bit-strained, but everything that 
comes before is successful. Dur- 
den’s decision to narrate the 
whole story in GI slang was risky, 
but he carries it off. Hawk’s 
language works as well as Holden 
Caulfield’s, and this is a most 
impressive first novel.

Ars poetica

THE TALKING BAND. Led 
by Paul Zimet. At the Boston 
Center for the Arts. Closed. 


As a poet I have always be- 
lieved that actors should be for- 
bidden to recite poetry. How- 
ever, the brilliant performance 
by the Talking Band Theatre at 
the BCA last weekend changed 
my mind. Committed to explor- 
ing the possibilities of poetry as 
theater, the group has the qual- 
ities essential for doing the job: 
intelligence, tact and sensitivity 
to the material. Most actors will 
split a poem at the seams trying 
to create for themselves a role; 
this is a pitfall even the poorest 


‘poet readers avoid because they 


believe absolutely in the power 
of the words alone to move the 
listener. 

The Talking Band Theatre has 


that kind of trust. In the first 
part of their program the poems 
were faithfully spoken” without 
recourse to hand-waving or the 
overly rich voicing that is the 
classic give-away the actor feels 
he’s just appeared naked on- 
stage. Wisely, the group concen- 
trated on demotic poets: Ger- 
trude Stein, William Carlos Wil- 
liams, Samuel Beckett, Marge 
Piercy, and Allen Ginsberg. 
They offered children’s skipping 
rhymes, troubadour songs, a 
wonderfully witty poem, “Tight 
Schedules,” .by Marc Kamin- 
sky, and a Yiddish ballad. The 
cosmic exuberance of Neruda’s 
“Ode to a Tomato” contrasted | 
with the flat horror of Piercy’s 
“Rape Poem,” and the clarity of 
those poems was worked against 
the mysterious loveliness of 
Stein’s poem “Lipschitz.” 

My first reaction to the Talk- 
ing Band’s post-intermission of- 
fering was “the Kalevala, for 
god’s sake?” I dimly remem- 
bered that this Finnish epic in- 
spired Longfellow’s trochaic out- 
pouring, ‘“‘Hiawatha.” Full of 
creation myths and character- 
ized by a love of magic, the Kale- 
vala is the Finnish equivalent of 
Homer and the Welsh Mabin- 
ogion. Despite a translation that 
seemed at times overly literal 
and at others inadvertently fun- 
ny, the group, working in con- 
cert, brought out the beauty of 
the text, eschewing fake primi- 
tivism.. With the simplest of 
music, motion and harmonies of 
speech, the audience was taken 
into the heart of the poem. 

The group, which has been to- 
gether off and on for two years 
under the leadership of Paul 
Zimet, formerly of the Open 
Theatre, is planning to work on 
more episodes from the Kale- 
vala, and on what they call a 
“cantata” to be based on a con- 
temporary theme, with music by 
Elizabeth Swados and a text by 
Marc Kaminsky.

Now the music sticks out like 
a sore thumb on Saturday Night. 
It’s not integrated into the rest of 
the show, and sets are generally 
far too short to stir up much in- 
terest. Many of the performers 
aren’t capable of creating ex- 
citement anyway, for the show 
often chooses acts aiming for the 
“young adult” market: Phoebe 
Snow, Carly Simon, et al. Even 
the offbeat music seems. token 
and only detracts, like Steve and 
Eydie or Vicki Lawrence on 
Carol Burnett, from the com- 
edy. 

The comedy about music, on 
the other hand, is superb. Lorne 
Michaels’s bids for the Beatles 
reunion and John Belushi’s Joe 
Cocker parodies have been hi- 
larious. Again, however, the orig- 
inality of this should not be 
exaggerated: Tim Conway’s EI- 
ton John imitation on Carol Bur- 
nett some time ago was just as 
accurate and amusing. 

What amuses before and what 
amuses after 11 o’clock are very 
different, and not only Saturday 
Night but Mary Hartman and, 
yes, the Tonight Show exploit 
the difference. As the evening 
wears on and our minds dull, we 
accept and even welcome lulls in 
the action. The idle prattle be- 
tween Carson’s one-liners, the 
gaping silences on Mary Hart- 
man, the many skits that lay an 
egg on Saturday Night are invi- 

tations, previews of the coming 


slumber. Both Sat- 


urday Night and Mary Hart- 
man revel in a certain formless- 
ness that prefigures the amor- 
phous surrender of, sleep.

Caesar’s rubber face and rude 


antics are too intense, probably, 
for late-night viewing, while 
dead-panning Chevy Chase, 
even when he stumbles, has an 
air of cool detachment that 
makes him essentially a tall ver- 
sion of Johnny Carson. 

Sid Caesar was, like Milton 
Berle and Lenny Bruce, a hot 
comedian, and it is the cool com- 
ics — Jack Benny, George 
- Burns, Bob Hope — who last. 
The hot ones burn themselves 
out, and in his brief introduc- 
tions to his old shows, the Sid 
_ Caesar of today seems a wasted 
shadow of his former self. All 
television was hot in the early 

50s — literally so, due to the 
harsh lights that the primitive 
state of television technology de- 
manded, and figuratively in that 
television was too new yet to 
have become chewing gum for 
the eyes or, as James Wolcott 


heads his column in the Village |: 


Voice, merely “talking furni- 
ture.” 

There is a marvelous skit on 
one of the Show of Shows com- 
pilations in which Caesar is try- 
ing to sleep while Imogene Coca 
is watching a late-night movie 
set in darkest Africa. At the 
mention of cannibalism, a bug- 
eyed Coca gnaws ferociously at a 
turkey leg. As the native drums 
clamor, Caesar twitches in his 
bed, and when the rhythms swell 
to a climax, he leaps up and 
bursts into an involuntary boo- 
galoo. Their involvement with 
the black-and-white TV, even 
against their will, is intense and 
passionate. 

And the concomitant involve- 
ment of their audience was such 
that skits could be extended to 
10, even 15 minutes. Saturday 
Night, like Laugh-In and Ses- 


- ame Street, assumes that atten- 


tion spans snap after five min- 
utes at the most, that television 
can command no more. Thus its 
humor depends on the funni- 
ness and bizarreness (‘Samurai 
Divorce Court,”’ indeed) of their 
ideas, not on the development of 
those ideas, for which there is lit- 
tle time. Saturday Night lives or 
dies according to its writers’ in- 
spiration, and the acting is of- 
ten beside the point. Whereas 
Caesar, Coca and Carl Reiner 
were consummate comic actors 
who could take even a so-so gag 
or situation and build on it, pil- 
ing laugh upon laugh, Saturday 
Night’s skits are usually funni- 
est at their outset and quickly 
flicker out. The comedy is not 
cumulative but immediate — or 
not at all. 

The last legatee of the Sid 
Caesar tradition is Carol Bur- 
nett, who will still occasionally 
risk — and pull off — a 15-min- 
ute sketch. One of her best, a 
spoof of Carmen several years 
ago, guest-starred Mel Brooks 
as, among other things, a bump- 
tious bull. His presence was only 
appropriate, since Brooks was 
one of the writers for Your Show 
of Shows. Burnett learned a lot’ 
from Coca, whose ugly-duckling 
act she has made her own, and 
her extremely physical slapstick 
~harks back, too. Indeed, the trio 
of Burnett, Conway and Harvey 
Corman often matches the di- 
vine madness of Caesar, Coca 
and Reiner. Yet Saturday Night 
shut out Carol Burnett at the 
Emmies — youth will be served. 

Still, there is something much 
younger about Your Show of 
Shows, even so many years later. 
As Caesar flings food or single- 
handedly recreates an air battle 
over Germany, waving his arms 
and frenetically ack-ack- acking, 
he exposes and exults in the 
child we rarely acknowledge in 
ourselves. When Chevy Chase 
takes a spill, he feigns embar- 
rassment; Caesar launches into 
everything with infantile de- 
light. Television and its audi- 
ence may be too sophisticated for 
that now, preferring the smirks 


of Saturday Night — and the To- + 


night Show — to the belly- 
laughs of Your Show of Shows.

Donovan is no longer leading 
anything — he’s running to 
catch up. It’s a hafd race to 
make and Donovan chronicles it 
in his new single, ““The Well 
Known Has Been,” in which Don 
complains, ““They’ve got a brand 
on me.” It’s a tune that’s been 
gestating over the last three 
years, but the earnest plea to be 
released from his past will be re- 
leased in a most anomalous set- 
ting. Donovan’s manager Sid 
Maurer, who also handles the 


Brass Connection, is hoping for a 
disco breakout. So look for Don- 
ovan moaning over the sash- 
aying dancers and funkadelic 
bass line. It’s a comically pain- 
ful mismatch, but I hope it’s a 
hit. I'd love to see Donovan on 
Soul Train. 

Donovan today remains a bit 
naive and charming. Unfor- 
tunately, he also seems chas- 
tened by his fall from grace. 
That’s a shame, because it was 
nerve that made Donovan a rock 
star. Nerve made even the 
empty-headed fantasy of “At- 
lantis” irresistible. Donovan 
could be disarming where Paul 
McCartney’s - equally insipid 


“Mary had a Little Lamb” was 


cloying. But the new ego-less 
Donovan is worse than no Don- 
ovan at all. He seems to have be- 
come a male version of Melanie. 
Maybe Gerson was right. 
Maybe nobody in this business 
could make such a comeback.

gen, looks absolutely smashing 
wielding a bloody scalpel. 

Like I said, Embryo should 
have been a tingler, but be- 
tween Victoria’s birth and her 
rather bizarre but dumb demise 
(she turns into a withered old 
crone) is a wasteland of non-hap- 
penings. 

Hudson's scientist is serious, 
self-effacing and as stiff as Kar- 
loft before Dr. Frankenstein 
threw the switch. His creation, 
played by Barbara Carrera, is 
certainly sexy, but despite the 
sinister music whenever she ap- 
pears, and her friendship with a 
malevolent Doberman pinscher 
(an earlier experiment), she is no 
more frightening than your av- 
erage high-fashion model. 

Ralph Nelson's direction is, 
well, half-assed. Victoria, new 
born from her tank, emerges 
wearing pancake base, eye-liner 
and lip rouge. The transitions 
between scenes are all rudimen- 
tary fade-to-blacks. Nelson’s one 


original twist to the Franken- 
stein structure — a love scene 
between Hudson and his mon- 
ster — rips off Ken Russell's 
famous wrestling sequence in 
Women in Love. Naked, they 
embrace in front of a fireplace, 
orange light playing over their 
bodies as multiple, lingering lap- 
dissolves bring us closer to their 
twisting torsos. Of course, Hud- 
son's days with Doris Day are not 
entirely forgotten: he is shown 
nude only in long shot, and lit 
from the waist up. 

Embryo also pushes an egre- 
gious anti-abortion message. Its 
concluding images of a woman 
bleeding to death after an abor- 
tion performed by the monster, 
and of the gore-spattered fetus 
being kicked across the labora- 
tory floor, pander to the most 
lurid right-to-lifer fears and fan- 
tasies.

If Mother, Jugs, and Speed is 
any evidence, black comedy and 
sick humor are now at the mar- 
row of the American funnybone. 
This safe, decidedly main- 
stream yarn about a floundering 
private ambulance company is 
as bleak as it is boffo: we find 
ourselves laughing at injury and 
decrepitude, and even a drug 
overdose death is handled as a 
lighthearted frolic. But audi- 
ences are not as easily anesthe- 
tized as the F&B Ambulance 
Company’s hapless patients, and 
director Peter (Bullitt) Yates 
knows it. In order to keep us 
laughing at the stream of misery 
and death that structures his 
little disaster picture, he peoples 
it with a handful of comic foils: 
Allen Garfield as Give-em-Hell- 
Harry Fishbine, the fast-talk- 
ing, arm-twisting proprietor of 
the F&B company; Larry Hag- 
man as the berserk driver Mur- 
dock, lecherous to the point of 
necrophilia, and especially Bill 
Cosby as ace driver Mother. 

Cosby is a comedian of extra- 
ordinary resources; his screen 
success is largely a result of his 
ability (far beyond that of most 
stand-up comics) to project 


depth of character. In Mother, 
Jugs and Speed it’s his job to 
paste his impish grin and his 
forcefully good-natured jive 
upon any scene that risks being 
upsetting. In effect, Cosby’s 
Mother is a saint: we look to his 
attitudes for guidance. And, too, 
director Yates, a past-master of 
the screeching San Francisco car 
chase, shows a flair here for 
comic timing. If things get real- 
ly ominous, as when a desperate 
morphine addict turns a shot- 
gun on one of the drivers, he re- 
moves Cosby from the scene. 
Without that reassuring pres- 
ence, he is able to practice his 
considerable suspense-building 
craft: as we watch the young dri- 
ver knock upon the addict’s 
door, we suddenly realize things 
are taking too long; the pace has 
changed, Yates photographs the 
door too many times, the night 
and the rippling water nearby 
are suddenly eerie. When the 
door finally creaks open, the 
shotgun is no surprise but the 
mood of the picture has been 
dramatically altered. 

With Yates at the helm and all 
those glistening ambulances at 
his behest, we might expect a 


plethora of chase sequences. . 


Sure enough, the film is teem- 
ing with ambulances slaloming 
past trucks and buses, some- 
times with the police in hot pur- 
suit, sometimes in unlikely 


flocks — we even watch an over- 
stuffed matron careening 
through the LA streets on a run- 
away stretcher. The movie 
abounds with violent, slapstick 
humor: people falling through 
floors, yuk-filled fistfights and 
the like. In fact, for all its 
subtlety and cinematic polish, 
Mother, Jugs, and Speed aims 
its hard-to-pigeonhole appeal 
largely at the action-loving 
crowd. Its unblinking look at bi- 
zarre contemporary traumas, 
particularly in the backwaters 
whence the semi-shady non- 
union F&B company garners its 
clientele, is more on the level of 
S.WA.T. than Taxi Driver. So 
it’s not surprising that for love 
interest, Yates has served up a 
dish instead of a character. 
Raquel Welch, portraying 
Jugs (who else?) proves here 


again that as an actress she is all 


breast. She goes for Harvey Kei- 
tel (as Speed) because he’s the 
only man in the company who 
doesn’t call her Jugs; needless to 
say, the love story is not all that 
thrilling. But Keitel is. One of 
our most resourceful actors, he 
plays the straight man here with 
such intensity that he gives the 
film a second center, unex- 
pected and gratifying. His 
change-jingling, tense-jawed 
presence balances with Cosby’s
